DEATH 


Fort Smith Swept by a 
Raging Tornado, 


A Large Part of the Town Wiped 
Out of Existence, 


A Scene of Desolation in the 
Wake of the Storm. 


KILLED MAY NUMBER FIFTY. 


Peculiar Pranks Were Played 
by the Wind, 


Houses Left Unscathed Directly 
in Its Path. 


Flying Glass Severs the Head of 


One Victim. 


OTHER TOWNS WERE STRUCK. 


Van Buren and Alma Add Several 
Names to the Long List of Dead 
and Injured—Railroads Escape 
Damage. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


FORT SMITH (Ark.,) Jan. 12.—Two 
score of human lives and upward of 
$1,000,000 worth of property were de- 
stroyed by a terrible tornado that 
burst upon this city a few minutes 
past 11 o’clock last night. The storm 
struck near the National Cemetery and 
tore its way through the entire city, 
leaving its path marked by death and 
desolation. 


Men, women and chil- 


dren, peacefully asleep in their homes, 
| were, without a moment’s warning, 


awakened to meet a horrible death in 
the fearful storm, while others, mo- 
mentarily more fortunate, and who 
escaped the furies of the wind, met 


a far worse fate a few minutes later 


in the flames that soon engulfed’ many 
of the wrecked buildings.

The scene following the first terrible 
crash of the storm was one of awful 
grandeur. Business blocks, handsome 
mansions, hotels and humble cottages 
were razed to the ground and scattered 
in. shapeless masses. Several of the 
wrecks caught fire and the inflammable 
timbers burned furiously. 

_The city was crowded with rural vis- 
itors, many of whom were sleeping at 
boarding-houses unregistered. For this 
reason the number of victims who 
perished may never be _ definitely 
known. 

The storm struck the city near the 
National Cemetery and swept its way 
through the heart of town. Leaving 
Fort Smith, it- bounded by Vam Buren 
and continued down the river, demol- 
ishing everything in iis path Noeows 
from outside points is mot yet at hand, 
but rumors of much damage as far 
south as Alma have reached here, it 
being reported that a number of per- 
sons were killed near that place. 

In Fort Smith the tornado struck 
Garrison avenue at the cormer of Ninth 
street and made a clean sweep from 
there to the Texas corner. Nine store 
buildings were demolished and _ the 
stocks of goods fuined. Sixteen other 
business houses on the _ street were 
badly wrecked. 

The upper floor of the block on the 
corner of Garrison and Towson ave- 
mues is used as a flat. The ruins 
caught fire from the night lamp. Sev- 
eral bodies were taken from these 
ruins, two of them being so badly 
burned that they could scarcely be 
identified. 

Burgess Hotel, a three-story brick 
on Towson avenue, was demolished. 
Eight bodies have already been taken 
from the ruins. Rescue parties are 
still at work at both places and expect 
to find several more bodies. 

The Federal Court is in sessicn and 
that has brought a great many farm- 
ers here, who crowded the cheaper 
boarding-houses and wagon yards. The 
National House, a two-story frame 
structure, went down in wreckage, 
with fifteen inmates, but all escaped 
without serious injury. 

George Carter’s house was one of the 
first struck, and it turned completely 
over amd is now supported on the roof. 
A half pane of glass was driven 
through Carter’s body, almost severing 
his head. from the t The beauti- 
ful N&tiona: Cemetery “is a wreck. The 
huge trees are uprooted, the lodge de- 
molished @nd the walls torn down. 

Fort Smith’s $50,000 High School 
building, the finest one of its kind in 
the Southwest, was badly wrecked, but 
was one of the few buildings on which 
there was any tornado insurance. 

The tornado destroyed two historic 
buildings. Judge Parker’s residence is 
badly wrecked and the old Rector man- 
sion, where Allen Pike passed his 
days, is a pile of ashes, the ruins hav- 
ing caught fire from @ lamp. 

The First Baptist Church and the 
Cemtral Methodist Church were razed 
to the ground and are now only a scat- 
tered pile of kindling wood. The 
Church of the Immaculate Conception 
and Brownscombe Memorial Church 
lost their spires and sustained other 
damage. 

The Citizens’ Relief Committee has 
$10,000 in hamd for assisting sufferers. 
President Robinson of the ’Frisco Rail- 
road, unsolicited, sent his check for 
$1000. The Missouri Pacific also con- 
tributed $1000. Busimess is practically 
abandoned all over the city, and men 
of all classes ere assisting in clearing 
the débris. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] - 


FORT SMITH (Ark.,) Jan. 12.—One 
of the most terrible storms that ever 
struck this section of the country tore 
through this city shortly before mid- 
night last night. Everything is in 
confusion as a result of the great de- 
struction of life and property, and 
as yet it is impossible to give any- 
thing like an accurate estimate of the 
number of killed or injured. Fifty 
persons are reported dead and as 
many more are missing, homes have 
been wrecked by the score and hun- 
dreds of people are without food or 
shelter. 

Two of the largest houses of wor- 
ship in the city, the Baptist and Cen- 
tral Methodist churches, were com- 
pletely destroyed, the Brownscome 
Church was badly damaged, and the 
tower and roof of the High School 
building was blown off. 

Fort Smith lies at the confluence of 
the Pitou and Arkansas rivers, which 
wash its south and west sides, and to 
the north and east are hills, which 
form a barrier about that section of 
the town. The storm struck the city 
in the southern section of the city, 
right at a point where the two rivers 
come together, and near the old fort. 
From there it spread out over the 
whole city, dipping down and scatter- 
ing destruction here and there. There 
is a rise in the city toward the east, 
to meet the hills on that side, and 
most of the damage to property and 
loss of life was through that section. 

After leaving Fort Smith, the tor- 
nado veered over and touched at 
Alma, about nine miles northeast of 
here, causing considerable damage, 
but whether there is any loss of life 
is not yet known. 

Mrs. ing’s home, 
street, was wrecked. The home. of 
Mr. Hendrix, on Twelfth street, was 
ruined. William Werner’s home was 
wrecked, but the injuries to his fam- 
ily, if any, are not known. The 
home of John Harrington also suf- 
fered destruction. A shanty that stood 
on the triangle of Thirteenth street, 
north of Brechts, was swept away. 
and a woman from there is reported 
dying from her injuries. Her two 
children were also injured. The roof 
of Judge Porter’s. home, occupied by 
Marshal Stahl and family, was lifted 
off, and Miss Lily Stahl was slightly 
injured, but none of the others. was 
hurt. Andrew Dowd’s home was 
wrecked. Mrs. Clayland’s house . was 
blown down, catching the family of 
Mr. Stetts, of the marshal’s: office, in 
a trap. They made their .escane 
through a chimney. The home of Mr, 
Cheniworth, of the marshal’s office, 
was blown away. but whether any of 
the family were injured is not known. 
Among the other .residences blown 
down are George Martin’s home, on

DAVIS TALKS. 


Gives His Reasons for 
Annexation, 


Claims the Islands Control the 
Nicaragua Canal.

Senator Allen Discusses 
Mixed Races. 


Disposition on the Part of Pro- 
Cubans to Insist on Recognition 
in Return for Their Support. 
Urgency Deficiency Bill. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—Senatcr 
Davis continued and completed his 
speech in the executive session of the 
Senate today on the Hawalian ques- 
tion; and was followed by Senator 
Allen of Nebraska, who spoke in op- 
position. 

Mr. Davis requested in the begin- 
ning that no questions should be asked 
during the presentation of his argu- 
ment, as he preferred, he said. not to 
have the continuity of his ‘thoughts 
broken. The speech today was devoted 
largely to a presentation of the 
strategic features of annexation. He 
displayed a chart in front of the pre- 
Siding officer’s platform, showing the 
location of Hawaii relative to this 
country, and to Asia. Ona of the 
considerab‘e 
elaboration was the probable effect on 
the Nicaraguan Canal of the occupa- 
tion of the islands by some foreign 
power. He illustrated by a reference 
to the map, showing that Hawaii was 
in a straight line between the western 
terminus of the canal and Japan and 
China. The nation, he said, which 
controls Hawaii will control that great 
Sateway of commerce. The guns 
planted on Hawaii would be pointed 
directly at the mouth of the canal. 

He also devoted careful attention to 
the importance of controling Pearl 
Harbor, now owned by the United 
States, saying that the nation which 
maintained possession of this harbor 
would hold the key to the military 
situation in the North Pacific, He 
read extracts from reports by en- 
gineers and others in confirmation of 
this statement and in support of a 
statement whcih he made a‘ to the 
character of the harbor, which ° was 
that it was safe and commodious and 
could be easily defended. He als» 
presented the necessity for controlling 
Hawaii as a base of supplies in case 
of hostilities, saying that it was al- 
most necessary to control it for this 
reason on account of the impossibility 
of a warship crossing the Pacific with- 
out replenishing her coal supply. 

Mr. Davis ridiculed the objection 
made by Japan, that the addition of 
Hawaii as United States territory 
would work a violation of Japan’s 
treaty rights in the island. He said. 
in reply to this objection, that al] 
rights would doubtless be protected 
and instanced the creation of the Ger- 
man empire, as showing the effect of 
annexation upon the treaties of va- 


rious countries which enter into a 
consolidation. 


He referred to Japan’s protest as an 
indication of a natural tendency to 
rapacity, and said that the govern- 


ment of that country should have 
been satisfied with the _ territory 
wrested from China, instead of want- 
ing to gorge herself by the addition 
of Hawaii. 

Mr. Davis called attention to the ap- 
parent cordial relations existing be- 
tween Japan and China, as manifested 
by Japan’s offer to lend her fleet to 
the English in their operation in 
Chinese waters, where, he said, the 
greatest naval demonstration of hi's- 
tory was about to be made. He did 
not indicate a belief that immediate 
war Would be the result of European 
competition over Chinese territory. On 
the contrary, he called attention to 
the fact that the flags of Great 
Britain, France, Germany and Russia 


were floating side by side in the 
oriental waters, neither power being 
apparently anxious to disturb the 


other, so long as there was a prospect 
of each power getting as much as the 
others were taking. 

The only way in which the United 
States could protect itself @zainst this 
division of territory would be to con- 
trol the Hawaiian Islands. In case 
we should fail to do this, there was 
danger of losing very important trade 
advantages which were rapidly devel- 
oping in the Far Fast. He referred to 
the improvement of the commercial out- 
look between the United States and 
China,..and instanced the fact that 
one Minnesota firm had exported a half 
million dollars worth of flour to that 
country. 

The last half hour of Senator Davis's 
speech was devoted to a recapitulation 
of the subject in which he dwelt at 
considerable length, and portrayed in 
strong language the origin and close 
of great wars, which was intended to 
illustrate the probable ultimate result 
of present operations in Chinese waters. 

When Senator Davis took his seat he 
was congratulated by almost every 
Senator present upon the force of his 
argument, the thoroughness of his re- 
search and the brilliancy of his presen- 
tation of facts. Both Senators Hoar and 
Mason were heard to remark that it 
was a great pity that the rules of an 
‘executive session prevented the publi- 
cation of the entire document. 

Serator Allen (Pop.) of Nebraska, fol- 
lowed with » speech in opposition to the 
treaty which was comparatively brief. 
He called attention to the distance of 
Hawaii from our shores; referred to the 
necessity we’ would be under of defend- 
ing the islands in case of war, and 
claimed that on this account it would 
be necessary for the United States to 
establish and maintain a seporate fleet 
for their protection, as well as an army 
on the islands. He said that coal was 
no longer contraband of war, and con- 
tended that the United States was in 
far greater danger frofh the British 
establishment at Esquimault than it 
could possibly be because of the location 
of any foreign power in Hawaii. 

He deprecated the idea of assimilat- 
ing such a population as that of Ha- 
weaii: calling attention the fact that 
almost half of it was composed of Chi- 
nese and Japanese. He contended that 
the annexation of the islands would 
open the doors for a violation of our 
laws for the exclusion of Chinese, hold- 
ing that they could find admission 
through Hawaii becoming a State of 
the Union at some future day, and de- 
clared that the people of that coun- 
try were not of a character cauculated 
to send acceptable Senators to Wash- 
ington.- 

There was apparent today a disposi- 
tion on the part of some Senators who 
announce themselves undecided as to 
what course to pursue on the Hawaiian 
question, to mix it with the Cuban 
problem. They are friends of Cuba, 
and they desire to have the administra- 
tion take a more pronounced position in 
the interests of Cuba as a return for 
their assistance on the Haweiian 
treaty.

HANNA HAPPY, 


Will Represent Ohio in 
the Senate, 


Elected for Both the Short and 
the Long Term. 


His Forces Voted as a Unit on 
All Questions. 


Demands for an Investigation of the 
Bribery Charges Evidently Only 
to Gain Time—Pandemonium Fole 
lows Announcement of Result, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (0O.,) Jan. 12.—Marc 
A. Hanna was elected today to-repre- 
sent Ohio in the Senate for seven years 
and two months. If President McKin- 
ley should be reélected, Hanna would 
still be there to the end of the Presi- 
dent’s second term. including both 
the short and long'¥ terms, Hanna’s 
time as Senator wil expire in March, 

Less than two years ago Senator 
Hanna entered politics in advocating 
William McKinley’s candidacy for the 
Presidency. He was successful as the 
leader of the McKinley forces at St. 
Louis, convention, ana afterward as 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee. For almost a year he has 
been in the Senate as the successor to 
Secretary John Sherman. During his 
short service in public life, Senator 
Hanna has participated in hard fight- 
ing, but. he never before won such @ 
victory as that of today. Factional 
fighting was waged among Ohio Re- 
publicans for years. Others had been 
fighting under cover; Senator Hanna 
came out openly at the State conven- 
tion in Toledo last June and defeated 
Charles L. Kurtz, the close friend of 
Senator Foraker, Gov.,.Bushnell and 
others for chairman of the State Com- 
mittee. 

Kurtz had been a member of the 
State Committee for many years, and 
its chairman for the two preceding 
years. He was the Ohio Republican 
chairman in 1895, and again in 1896. 
In the latter year Senator Hanna, who 
was then managing the Presidential 
campaign, was not satisfied with the 
work in Ohio, and he did not want 
Kurtz in that position in 1897. Hanna 
defeated Kurtz at Toledo for chair- 
man, and has had a factional war 
upon himself ever since. 

Although Mr. Hanna was duly de< 
clared Senator at noon today for both 
the long and short terms, yet the op- 
position continued its fight in the after- 
noon, and is still fighting tonight. Just 
previous to the separate balloting 
yesterday the opposition was disap- 
pointed by the withdrawal of Jeptha 
Gerrard, the silver Reublican candi- 
date for Senator. It was thought that 
Gerrard would get the votes of Repre- 
sentatives Droste and Lane, who voted 
for Hanna. Gerrard's friends say he 
withdrew because he was being used 
as a means for creating a deadlock 
for tha benefit of others. 

Previous to the joint balloting toe 
day, the opposition offered to support 


Senator Dudge of Cleveland for the 
short term, with McKisson for the 
‘ong term. Senator Dodge is a 


neighbor of Senator Hanna in Cleve- 
land, and was nominated and elected 
on pledges for Hanna. Senator Dodge 
stated that the Senators and Repre- 
sentatives from Cleveland were in- 
structed for Hanna, and indignantly 
rejected the proposal. The proposition 
was’ also made ts Mrs. Dodge, who 
was equally as indignant as her hus- 
band. While there have been many 
negotiations with the wives and other 
members of the families of Senators 
and Representatives during the past 
week or more, the effort to secure the 
influence of Mrs. Dodge was the hast 
one reported. 

It is stated that the last proposition 
of the opposition, just before the Lege 
islature convened, was to Representa- 
tives Droste and Lane, the silver 
fusionists from Cincinnati, for the 
short and tong terms for United States 
Senator, respectively, if they would ace 
cept the same. and vote for each other 
rather than Hanna. : 

The opposition today knew they were 
defeated before the joint balloting be- 
gan, but fought to the last on the 
charges of bribery a@nd coercion. In 
the joint balloting today there was no 
changes whatever by the Senators over 
theis two ballots of yesterday, for the 
long. and short terms. McKisson re- 
ceived 19 votes and Hanna 17. When 
the roll of the House was called, it re- 
sulted in the ballots for both terms 
as follows: Hanna, 56: McKisson, 51; 
Lentz, 1; absent, Cramer. The joint 
ballot for both terms resulted as fole 
lows: Hanna, 73: McKisson, 70; Lentz, 
1; absent, 1 (Cramer.) The official 
declaration showed that Hanna had a 
majority of three over McKisson, of 
two over all voting, and of one over 
all the members in the General As- 
sembly. 

The demonstrations fn the hall were 


unusually enthusiastic. Gov. Bushnell 
and some ather State officers were not 
present. -When Foraker was elected 


Senator on joint ballot in the same hall 
two yoars ago, ex-Gov. McKinley and 
Bushnell were both present, the one 
having just retired and the other hav- 
ing just been inaugurated Governor. 
It has been customary in former years 
for the Governor to be seated beside 
the Lieutenant-Governor when the 
newly-elected Senator was escorted into 
the hall. 

Senator Hanna was very busily en- 
gaged in his contest last Monday and 
did not participate in the inauguration 
exercises. It is stated that no invitae 
tion or special arrangement had been 
made for hien on that occasion, and 
that the same was true regarding the 
Governor today. 

Previous to the two houses of the 
Legislature going into joint convention 
for the-election of Senator, resolutions 
were offered in both houses for an ine 
vestigation of the bribery charges 
made by Ropresentative Otis of Hamil- 


ton county. After the. election of 
Hanna the Elouse adjourned until to- 
morrow, with its resolution still under 
consideration. Consideration of 


resolution was resumed tn the Senate 
this afternoon and adopted by a vote 


of 22 to 6. The dissenting voters were 
Senators Blake, Carpenter, Garfield, 
May, Sullivan and Voight, who ex- 


plained that they regarded thé mat- 
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ter as ‘buncombe. The Republicans 
voting with the Democrats for the 
adoption of the resolutions were Sen- 
ators Burke, Cable, Crandall, Lutz, 
Riley, Weightman and Wolcott. There 
were eight Senators absent, or not vot- 
ing. The committee of fiverappointed 
under this resolution began its work. 
tonight, but nothing additional was de- 
veloped. After their session tomorrow, 
both branches of the Legislature will 
adjourn until Monday. 

After the adoption of the resolution 
to investigate all bribery charges the 
Bramley bill to repeal the fifty-year 
etreet-railway franchise law was dis- 
cussed at length, with many passages 


on the recent Senatorial contest. The 
bill was amended and passed. 
Among the Representatives during 


the afternoon there was considerable 
agitation of a proposition to roeorgan- 
ize the House by ousting Speaker Ma- 
son and all other officers of that body 
that had been elected by the fusion ten 
days ago. It was claimed that the 
fifty-six Representatives who voted for 
Hanna today and who constituted a 
majority of three in the House would 
stand together for that purpose. 

VOTING IN DETAIL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (O.,) Jan. 12.—Although 
the joint balloting for Senator did not 
begin until noon today, the legisla- 
tive halls were crowded early in the 
morning with an overflowing crowd in 
and about the Statehouse. At the 
hotels, the opposing headquarters pre- 
sented the same anxious scenes. The 
workers on both sides showed more 
plainly their weariness than on former 
mornings. The Hanna hustlers were 
up all night on the watch. Their 
opponents spent the entire night in 
getting some members out of bed and 
staying near others. There were sev- 
eral collisions in the hotels between 
opposing workers and the watchmen 
before daybreak, and their feeling had 
not abated any when they met again 
in the Statehouse. There were re- 
ports about attempts to abduct cer- 
tain members during the night, but 
none Was 16st in any of the alleged 
escapades. 

There seemed to be less curiosity 
over the result of the joint ballot for 
Senator than over the well-advertised 
dramatic performance in connection 
with charges of bribery, conspiracy 
and other wrongs, charged by both 
sides against each other. And in the 
midst of all the cheering there were 
sighs of relief from the wearying 
Suspense over the action of doubtful 
etatesmen. It will be two weeks, next 
Friday, since Senator Hanna arrived 
here, but most of his workers had 
been here more than two weeks then, 
and some of his opponents had been on 
the sleepless vigil for months. Even 
those who had everything to gain and 
nothing to lose seemed to dread 
further tension of a deadlock. All 


When the House convened at 10 
o'clock, Representative Otis was 
promptly recognized on a question of 
privilege. He made a long statement 
regarding the Boyce bribery charges. 
He said it was due the House and him- 
self to have an investigation before 
proceeding further in tbe election of a 
United States Senator, and offered a 
resolution accordingly. 

On a motion to suspend the rules 
for immediate consideration of the 
resolution, the vote stood 52 ayes, 56 
noes. 

On the motion being declared lost, 
there were cheers on the Republican 
side. The vote was precisely the same 
on all of the votes cast as on the two 
ballots for the short and long term 
Senator yesterday. There are 109 
members of the House. Phe 56 Hanna 
men always voted solidly. Repre- 
sentative Cramer was absent and is 
still very sick. The other Democratic 
members and the bolting Republicans, 
52 in all, voted together for an investi- 

tion before electing a Senator. 

pregentative Stewart, ome of the 
Hanna leaders, said there would come 
@ proper time for the investigation, 
but this was the time for electing a 
Senator. He moved to take a recess 
until noon. There were numerous 
dilatory. motions, on which the. vote 
always stood 56 to 52. The motion for 
a recess of five minutes was de- 
feated—Ayes 52, noes 56, Bramley, 
Mason, Jones, Otis, Ruten and Scott 
always voting with the Democrats. 

Soon after the Senate assenibled, 
Senator Burke of Cleveland offered 
a motion demanding an investigation 
of the charge that money had been 
offered by workers in the interest of 
Senator Hanna for the vote of Repre- 
sentative Otis. The resolution, as in- 
troduced by Senator Burke, provided 
for a committee of five, consisting of 

ators Burke, Robinson, Finck, 
Garfield and Long. Senator Burke 
afterward requested to have his name 
stricken out,and that of Senator Sul- 
livan was substituted. The commit- 
tee as constituted consisted of three 
Democrats and two Republicans. A 
long and bitter discussion followed, 
Jed by Senator Burke, for immediate 
consideration as the proper time. Dur- 
ing the discussion it was charged that 
the consideration of this resolution 
had been defeated in the House, and 
that it was a matter that concerned 
the House and not the Senate, but 
that it had been precipitated. 

The roll-call of the Senate was called 
first in joint session and there were 
no changes in the vote of yesterday.

The vote in the House was the same

After Hanna was declared elected 
Senator for the long term, pandemo- 
nium reigned supreme in the hall of 
the House. The galleries went wild, 
and the Senators and Representatives 
participated. 

On motion of Senator Alexander, 
Which was unanimously carried, a 
committee of five was appointed to es- 
cort Senator Hanna to the hall. Rep- 
resentatives Stewart, Leland and Bolin 
and Senators Sullivan and Alexander 
were appointed on this committee, and 
while they were en route to the Neil 
House the crowd indulged in all sorts 
of demonstrations. 


CONGRATULATIONS GALORE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


COLUMBUS (0O.,) Jan. 12.—Senator 
Hanna has received more than 2000 
congratulatory telegrams. All of the 
members of the National Republican 
Committee and many State committee- 
men and other representative Re- 
publicans from all of the States, and 
every county in Ohio are _ included. 
Mr. Hanna telegraphed to President 
McKinley: “God reigns and the Re- 
publican party still tives.” 

The President sent him the following 
telegram: 

“Mrs. McKinley joins me in heartfelt 
congratulations.

JAY VERSUS SYKES, 


A Cause Celebre Which is Being 
Heard at London.

LONDON, Jan. 12.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The case of Jay vs. Sykes was 
opened before the Lord Chief Justice, 
Baron Russell, today. Lamson Wal- 
ton, who appeared for the plaintiff, 
Daniel Jay, a money-lender, said the 
action was to recover the sum of £15,- 
870 lent to Lady Jessica Sykes in 1896, 
on the strength of notes purporting 
to be signed by her husband, Sir Tat- 
ton Sykes.

RIOTING HAVANA. 


ARMY OFFICERS AND A MOB 
SMASH WINDOWS. 


They Destroy the Printing Outfit of 
Two Newspapers and Cuff the 
Employees. 


AMERICANS IN GREAT PERIL. 


HAD TO SEEK REFUGE AT THE 
CONSULATE BUILDING, 


Gen. Lee Cables That the Situation 
is Serious—Gen. Blanco Puts 
Artillery in the Square. 
Battleship to Go. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HAVANA, Jan. 12.—({By Central 
American Cable.] At 10 o’clock this 
morning about one hundred army offi- 
cers, incensed by the violent attacks 
made by some of the local papers upon 
the general-in-chief and the principal 
officers of the Spanish army in Cuba, 
went to the printing office of the daily 
journals, La Discusion and El Recon- 
centrado, and began smashing’ the 
windows and destroying the printing 
outfit, as well as cuffing the employés. 
The mob of thousands followed, 
shouting “Long live Spain!” “Long 
-live the army!” ‘Long live the Volun- 
teers!’’ The appearance at the office of 
La Discusion of Gen. Garriche, act- 
ing military commander at Havana, 
and Gen. Solano, chief of staff, pre- 
vented more serious outrages. These 
officers then proceeded to the office of 
El Diario de la Marina, the mob shout- 
ing meanwhile, “Death to El Recon- 
centrado!” and “Death to La Discu- 
sion!” But on the appearance of Gen. 
Parrado the people scattered. 
At 11:30 o’clock large crowds of citi- 
zens appeared opposite the office of El 
Diario de la Marina and began smash- 
ing the windows and doors and shout- 
ing “Long live Spain!” “Long live the 
army!” “Long live the Volunteers!” 
The gendarmes dispersed the rioters. 
Central Park is transformed into 
a military camp. There has been great 
excitement among the authorities, who 
have taken all the necessary precau- 
tions to maintain order. The troops 
have been ordered to barracks. 
Gen. Solano will deal most energet- 
ically with the initiators of the out- 
break. Tonight the police are guarding 
the printing offices. 

AMERICANS IN DANGER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—A special to 
the Journal and Advertiser from 
Washington says: “Within forty-eight 
hours, on present Indications, interven- 
tion in Cuba will have been forced on 
the administration. It will be found 
not unprepared. The rioting in Havana 
was much fliercer than the censored 
press reports indicate.’ Ger: Lee got’ 
at the cable early, and ‘reported the 
situation was serious, end that the mob 
was ‘getting even with the Ameri- 
cans’ and ‘downing the United States’ 
as much as it was striking at the 
autonomist policy and the reconcen- 
trados. American citizens had to seek 
refuge in the consulate. 
“Gen. Lee’s prompt military instincts 
told him that the consulate might be 
in even greater danger than any other 
place in Havana, but Gen. Blanco at 
once threw a heavy cordon of Spanish 
regulars with artillery around the 
whole square, and adjoining streets 
were held. This alarming information 
came late. 
“The President did not wish to act 
precipitately, but the emergency had 
to be met promptly. The Navy De- 
partment was notified, and Commodore: 
Crowninshield, chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, at once sent dispatches to 
Admiral Bunce, with the White Squad- 
ron, to hold every vessel in prompt 
readiness, and send to Key West for 
the vessels at that point to be ready 
to start for Havana on signal, but not 
to land unless instructed by Gen. Lee. 

“The Key West squadron cannot be 
assembled before tonight, as they are 
hunting filibusters.

A Postponed Raid Saves Thousands 
of Dollars.

EL PASO (Tex.,) Jan. 12.—Thé po- 
lice of Juarez, Mex., have made a dis- 
covery that has caused a sensation 
on both sides of the Rio Grande. The 
officials wére informed that a band of 
Americans had arranged to hold up 
the Juarez Fiesta gambling hall at 
11 o’clock last Sunday night, but the 
robbers decided to postpone their raid.

WOULD HAVE THROWN SUSPICION 
UPON ANOTHER. 


A Sign Painter Says He Was Offered 
a Good Sam to Disappear, the 
Purpose Being to Charge Him 
With the Murder. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY RNEPORT.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 12.—Testimony has 
been given to the Luetgert jury  in- 
tended to show that the defendant 
planned to throw the suspicion of his 
alleged crime on another, should it 
be discovered. Pens, at least, is the 
inference that#the State expects the 
jurors to draw from the evidence of 
Frank Hangel, one of the new wit- 
nesses discovered by the police too late 
for the former trial. 

Hangel is a sign-painter. He told the 
jury that Luetgert practically informed 
him several months before her disap- 
pearance that he intended to make 
away with his wife, and also that the 
sausage-maker had made overtures to 
him (Hangel) whereby Hangel should 
go to Europe about the time Mrs. 
Luetgert should disappear. It was evi- 
dently not Luetgert’s purpose, accord-: 
ing to the witness, to let him know why 
he wanted to hire him to go away, or 
that he intended, if necessary, to cast 
the suspicion of murder on him. 
Hangel swore that Luetgert discussed 
domestic troubles with him several 
times and on one occasion the defend- 
ant said to him: “A bright man like 
you ought to have a better job than 
that.”’ 

The defendant is alleged to have said: 
“How would you like to have a nice 
little job that would make you $1000 
or $2000, and perhaps permit you to go 
to Europe?” 

Hangel says that he made no reply, 
and, remembering their other talk, be- 
came frightened and left the defend- 
ant. Later conversations were held 
between them, and from Luetgert’s re- 
marks Hangel said he strongly inferred 
that the sausage-maker was going to 
murder his wife and probably burn the 
house with her remains in it. He also 
gave the idea that his nice job and the 
trip to Europe were connected with the 
proposed crime. The more he thought 
about the. matter, he declared, the 
more he felt sure that he had better get 
away from Lugtgert. Accordingly. he 
went to St. Louis and remained there 
until after Luetgert’s arrest. 


AGREEMENT WITH VENEZUELA. 


It Will Be of Great Benefit to Our 
Manufacutrers.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—The forth- 
coming annual report of the Chamber 
of Commerce for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1897, will show that the total 
value of foreign exports in 1896-97 was 
$880,278,419, of which $556,948,911 was en- 
tered at the port of New York. The 
total value of domestic exports was 
$1,127,701,948, of which amount New 
York is credited with $467,224,856. The 
decrease of the total foreign com- 
merce at the port of New York for 
the last fiscal year, as compared with 
the previous year was $3,153,440, while 
the increase at all of the ports of the 
United States during the same period 
was $135,994,713. 

The value of the merchandise and 
coin bullion imported into and ex- 
ported from all the ports of the 
United States in 1896-97 in American 
vessels was $247,563,860. Foreign ves- 
sels caried $1,661,107,043.

CAN INFLUENCE SEX. 


THE MARVELOUS DISCOVERY OF 
A GERMAN SCIENTIST. 


Prof. Schenck Gives a Hint of How 
He Can Control Human and Ani- 
mal Embryos. 


HE BEGINS BEFORE CONCEPTION 

INCREASES THE BLOOD COR- 


PUSCLES IN THE EMBRYO. 


Fourteen Experiments Have 
Made and All Have Proved Suc- 
cessful—Has No Thought of a 
Financial Reward, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NAY REPORT .] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—A dispatch to 
the World from Vienna says that Prof. 
Schenck of the Vienna University, 
whose reported marvelous discovery of 
the secret of influencing the sex of a 
child startled civilization last week, has 
made the following statements of the 
results of his  experimerts. Dr. 
Schenck for more than four years has 
becn absorbed in the study of the de- 
velopment of the human and lower ani- 
mel embryos, and is the recognized 
leading authority in that branch of 
science. He published in 1865 the first 
essay on the development of the em- 
bryonical heart, and since that t‘me 
has written a whole Hbrary on the 
development of mam and beast from 
the ovum or egg. He is a thoroughly 
serious scientist, who does not exploit 
his discovery for money. He refuses 
to treat patients for fees, however 
tempting. 

The correspondent asked: “Can you 
give me positive, direct informaticn of 
your discovery with regard to the 
treatment of women anxious to have 
sons?” 

Prof. Schenck answered with de- 
termination: “I gave the treatment un- 
der seal to the Vienna Imperial Aca- 
demy of Science, where it will be 
tested and published. But I can tell 
you the result of my discovery and let 
you have the scientific facts upon 
which any discovery is based. What 
lies between is my secret. If I say I 
can detemmine the sex of a child to be 
born, you must understand that I can 
bring it about that the womam shall 
become the mother of a son and not 
of a daughter. My treatment has no 
other aim than causing boys to be born. 
I made my discovery many years ago 
and subjected it to proofs. 

“It is by my own choice thatIam the 
father of six sons, four of whom are 
alive and strong. I have achieved 
similar results in the family of rel- 
atives, friends and some persons in 
whose ability to keep a secret I had 
full confidemce—fourteen cases in all. 
“But I cannot trust every stranger 
that may appeal to me—I must be able 
to watch the patient, must be certain 
that my directions are scrupulously 
obeyed. I consider every new case an 
experiment, a test of my discovery. I 
must have certainty. I can bring it 
about with human beings or with ami- 
mals which have one young at-a time 
that this offspring shall be male, and 
with amimals bearing many together 
that the majority shall be male. When 
I observed hens I numbered the eggs, 
determining beforehand whether a male 
or a female bird -would come out. I 
scarcely ever was mistaken.” 

The World's correspondent remarked 
that mo doubt he would be appealed to 
by many families, especially where 
large fortunes are at stake. The pro- 
fessor replied: 
“T am no man of business, but ex- 
clusively a scientist. I am not anxious 
to gain a fortune, but desire above 
everything that my discovery shall be 
ecientifically confirmed and recognized. 
The Academy of Sciences alone can 
do this. I have accepted no reward for 
the successful cases I have treated. 
They are precious to me beyond gold 
‘as proof of the reality of my discovery. 

“T have achieved success in a farn- 
ily im which the desire for a birth of 
a son was intense. If I told you the 
mame of the head of the family you 
would know that for him to pay $10,000 
for my services would be no more than 
for you to pay a doctor for examining 
your throat. But I did not accept amy 
reward. 

“All former theories and hypotheses 
have all been proved false. According 
to my discovery the man has no influ- 
ence whatever on the sex of the child. 
It all depends upcm the woman. But 
the treatment must not begin = after 
pregnancy. It must begin before con- 
ception, as the woman must be put 
into a position to enable her to de- 
velop a male child from the ovum. 
The assertion that the ovum in the 
female ovary possésses the male or the 
female germ already developed before 
impregnation is false. On the contrary 
the embryo is sexless during several 
stages of development. It is possible 
that my treatment can develop a male 
child evem in this stage, but there is no 
certainty of it. 

‘‘My discovery is based on the scien- 
tific fact that the blood in a grown-up 
man contains five million blood cor- 
puscles, the bearers of life-giving nour- 
ishing oxygen, while the blood in a 
grown-up woman contains only four 
millions. This difference is the basis 
of differences in sex and of the differ- 
ent moral and physical working powers 
in man and woman. This proportion 
is observable in the slightest quantity 
of blood from a man or woman. All 
of my efforts are directed toward pro- 
ducing in the embryo the right qumber 
‘of blood corpuscles required by the 
male. I have succeeded in attaining 
this effect by suitable nourishment of 


| the woman and by influencing the 


metabolic process in the change of mat- 
ter.”

| SEVERAL HUNDRED BANDITS 
ATTACK HAIPHONG. 


French DBook-keeper Killed in a 
Brutal Manner by the Chinese, 
Who Mutilated His Body.

FRANCE DEMANDS AN INQUIRY. 
DEMANDS OF GERMANY HAVE 
BEEN ACCEPTED, 
Mrs. Crocker’s Search for a. For- 


tane—A Sunset Irrigation Dis- 
trict Director Resigns—Ex- 
President’s Appeal.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Jan. 12.—Ex- 
clusive. Dispatch.] Information has been 
received, under date of December 20, 
by steamer Mathilde, of an outrageous 
attack on Haiphong by between four 
and five hundred Chinese bandits. The 
town was set on fire, and F. Gauthier, 
a French book-keeper in the employ of 
A. R. Marty, was killed in a brutal 
manner and his body terribly mutilated. 

The gang landed in four separate 
parts of the town, and at once pro- 
ceeded to apply the torch to a large 
number of houses, which were com- 
pletely destroyed. 

Gauthier was killed by a blow with 
an Annamite sword, and not content 
with merely taking his life, the mur- 
derous gang cut off his nose and left 
ear, hacked his arms and legs, and 
also struck the lifeless body with a 
pickexe. The scene of the brutal mur- 
der Was a most sickening sight. The 
French Consulate has demanded imme- 
diate investigation. In the present war- 
like situation, it is feared the disaster 
may cause further complications. 


OTHER ADVICES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Jan. 12.—The 
steamer Empress of China, which ar- 
rived from the Orient today, brings 
the following details in reference to the 
evacuation of Kiaochau: 

The Chinese have agreed to the fol- 
lowing demands of Germany: Indem- 
nity for the German missionaries who 
were killed; the erection of a memorial 
church at ‘tthe scene of the murder; 
the payment of expenses incurred bv 
Germanyin the occupation of Kiaochau; 
the permanent dismissal from the pub- 
lic service of Li Peng Sing; the re- 
tiring of the Governor of Shan-Tung, 
and the recently appointed Viceroy of 
Shochoua, and.the severest punishment 
of those who murdered the prisests and 
of the local authorities where the crime 
was committed. Regarding special 
privileges to be granted Germany with 
reference to coal mines and railways 
in Shan-Tung, the precedent adopted 
in the convention between China and 
France in 1895, is to be followed. 

Japan has issued, instructions that 
those in authority shall see that for- 
eigners are treated with the greatest 
respect. 

Pirates have been committing depred- 
dations in the French settlements at 
Haiphong and even in the vicinity of 
Hongkong itself. On the 15th ult., a 
gang of 800 pirates attacked the suburbs 
of Haiphong, which is inhabited by 
Europeans, setting fire in places simul- 
taneously in four quarters. The desper- 
adoes were fired upon by a party of 
French marines and about thirty killed. 
Two Europeans were murdered and a 
quantity of property stolen, or dam- 
aged by fire. In the vicinity of Hong- 
kong, pirates have confined themselves 
to the capture of junks in which they 
secured property valued at $10,000. 

Through earelessness, an explosion 
occurred in the Chinese government 

owder factory. Two persons were 

illed and many injured. 

The Yokohama railway station has 
been burned, with a loss of 1,000,000 
yen. Russian mail-cariers were at- 
tacked by Chinese bandits last month, 
and many of the bandits were killed. 

Since the establishment of Germany 
at Kiaochau, Dame Rumor has been 
very busy in Hongkong, but at the 
time the Empress left, all residents 
there were agreed that the British 
garrisons at Singapore and Hongkong 
must be immediately increased. 

In consequence of the Kiaochau af- 
fair, extra precautions are being taken, 
according to the native papers, to 
protect missionaries and their prop- 
erty. The churches in many places 
are being guarded by Chinese braves. 

wo priests, seized by the Chinese 
authorities in connection with the al- 
leged fraudulent sale to Russia of 
Jand in the Kiu Kiang Mountains, 
have died as a result of torture. 
Three more are in prison and, it is 
feared, will meet a similar fate. Na- 
tive dispatches received from Chee-Fco 
state that the Germans have aiso oc- 
cupied Chimo, some distance from 
Kiaochau on the mainland. They en- 
tered it on the pretext of calling upon 
the. district magistrate.

The territory occupied by the Germans 
is estimated at something?’ appraach- 
ing three or four hundred square 
miles. At Nukukou there is a likin 
station which has also been taken pos- 
session of by the Germans, who have 
begun collecting taxes on imported 
and exported goods. 

The’ brigade of Gen. Chang Kao 
Yuan has been ordered to make a 
retrograde movement to Chee Foo, in 
order to prevent any conflict with the 
Germans. : 

According to advices publishéd in 
Hongkong and Yokohama papers, the 
rebellion in the Philippines is tnot by 
any means at an end. Negotiations 
for peace have resulted in a fiasco. 

Marquis Ito has not entered the 
Japanese Cabinet, and owing to an 
affection of the eyes, he desires rather 
to be an onlooker than an active mem- 
ber of the government. 

The Japanese transport’ steamer 
Naru Maru foundered off the Pesca- 
dores December 25, and eighty per- 
sons were drowned, including Capt. 
Yasusa of the navy and nine cadets. 

Fifteen men, most of them connected 
with the Kobe customs, have been ar- 
rested and charged with misappropriat- 
ing funds belonging to the custom- 
house. The method which, it was al- 
leged, was edopted was to forge re- 
ceipts for the amounts paid as duty, 
and appropriate the money. 


THE MISSING ALSIP, 


Lost Man’s Friends Think He May 
Have Lost His Mind, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—The 
friends of Alsip in this city are still 
without a clew as td his whereabouts. 
The majority of them seem to think 
that the missing man has become de- 
ranged, and has wandered off some- 
where. Attorney W. F, Sawyer of the 


Mills building, who usually attended 
to Alsip’s legal matters, is among 
those who believe that the missing 


man had no dishonest motives in dis- 
appearing. In fact, he fears that his 
client is sick somewhere, or has met 
with foul play. 

“He was in my office on December 


said Attorney Sawyer, this: morn- 
ing. “He complained of being very 
sick, and he certainly looked it. Dur- 
ing our conversation, however, he said 
nothing about golng away, and made 
no mention, either,- of any intended 
transfers of property. I am com- 
pletely at a loss for an explanation of 
his strange actions.” 

Boody of Boody & Slevin, who re- 
cently bought Alsip’s business here, 
also fears that the latter's mind may 
have become affected. 

“The future was very promising for 
Alsip,” said Boody. “Through the 
successful carrying out of a railroad 
project at Sacramento and his coloni- 
zation schemes, Alsip would have 
realized a great deal of money during 
the next few months. In fact, he 
would have been better off financially 
than he has been for the past few 
years. He had a great amount of busi- 
ness on his mind, and I am afraid that 
he has broken down.” 

Alsip was in Boody & Slevin’s office 
on January 5 and 6, and did much 
writing. It is supposed that he was 
then writing the deeds and mortgages 
which have since been filed at Sacra- 
mento. Boody says that Alsip was 
very pale, and otherwise appeared to 
be a sick man. 


HIS AFFAIRS. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 12.—There is not 
the slightest doubt in this city but 
that Edwin K. Alsip, the one-time 
wealthy real estate dealer, has left Sac- 
ramento for good and fn some quarters 
are heard rumors of fears that he has 
committed suicide. This morning the 
signs on Alsip's office were changed to 
conform to the name of a new firm 
formed of employés of the missing man, 
to whom a Dill of sale was given by 
Mrs. Alsip, who had been given a deed 
to her husband's personal property. 

Conjectures as to the shape in which 
Alsip’s affairs have been left, vary con- 
siderably. Some say that the family of 
the missing man will be left penniless, 
as the deeds to his wife are said to be 
no good as against his other creditors. 
Others say that Alsip was a wealthy 


man, and tthat his debts will be paid, 


in full, although this is hardly con- 
sistent with his disappearance. 

Alsip, in his capacity as a real es- 
tate agent, has collected sums of 
money, in rents and interest on mort- 
gages, for various clients of his firm, 
and it is claimed that settlements have 
not been made in certain of these cases. 
The result of such conduct, of course, 
must be the invoking of the machinery 
of the law in an attempt to overtake 
him and bring him back. It is asserted 
that Alsip must have taken with him 
considerable money, but of course this 
cannot be learned until an examine- 
tion of ‘his accounts shall be made. 
Many of these losses, if such there 
shall prove to be, will have to be sus- 
tained by people with small holdings 
entrusted to his care. R 

Alfred Olsen, an employé of Alsip’s, 
in an interview with @ Bee reporter 
this morning as to why Alsip’s office 
had been closed, said: 

“Tt was evident to us that it would 
not be possible for us to go ahead 
with the business under the circum- 
stances. We had every reason to be- 
lieve that Mr. Alsip’s affairs were heav- 
ily involved, and we did not care to 
take one man’s money to pay off a debt 
to someone else.” 


THREATENED WITH LYNCHING, 


Jack Adams May Be Taken from 
Jail and Hanged. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


RENO (Nev.,) Jan. 
Dispatch.] Jack Adams, in an alterca- 
tion with A. Lompey, near Beckwith, 
Cal., last Monday, shot the latter, who 
died yesterday from the,effects of the 
wounds received. Word reaches here 
this evening that the friends of the 
murdered man will avenge his death 
by hanging the assailant, who has. been 
under arrest at Beckwith since the day 
of the shooting. The friends of Lom- 
pey have openly made boasts today 
that Adams would be swinging at the 
end of a rope before morning, and 
have flaunted a rope about town all 
day. 

Kansbe is under guard of the deputy 
sheriff at Beckwith, and the jail is a 
frail affair, and there would be lit- 
tle difficulty in carrying out this 
threat should thg friends of Lompey 
desire to do so. The trouble that 
brought about the shooting was an al- 
tercation over the ownership of some 
hay. 

Adams, it seems, was foreman of the 
ranch in which Lompey was interested, 
and when Lompey went to have some 
of the hay removed Adams objected, 
and from hot words pistols were drawn 
and both fired... Adams’s first shot 
struck Lompey in the abdomen, and ‘the 
second landed in his breast, but Lom- 
pey’s shots did not strike their mark. 
Lompey was taken to his home, while 
Adams went to Beckwith, the nearest 
town, and gave himself up to the offi- 
cers. 

THE UBER LYNCHERS.

GENOA (Nev.,) Jan. 12.—The grand 
jury met thie morning and listened to 
the charge of the Judge ordering an in- 
vestigation into the Uber lynching 
case. The District Attorney claims to 
have in his possession conclusive evi- 
dence indicating the identity of the 
lynchers. 

Four witnesses were examined to- 
day, including the Sheriff and his dep- 
uty, who were in charge of Uber when 
he was surrendered to the lynching 
party.

Mrs. Harris is 
said to know and to be able to point 
out the lynchers. Mrs. Brown revealed 
the names of several men who had 
urged her son to join the mob on the 
night of the lynching. 


HAD ANOTHER NAME, 


Police Think They Have the Leader 
of Counterfeiters.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. -12.—Chief 
Lees believes that the true name of 
the counterfeiter who was arrested on 
Tuesday night is R. F. Kerby, and not 
Gilbert Kendall. He is also thought to 
be the man who pagsed the bogus coin 
at Watsonville and Santa Cruz, for 
which Prof. Dudley of Stanford Uni- 
versity was arrested. Among the doc- 
uments found in his room was an en- 
velope addressed to “R. F. Kerby, 
Grand Hotel.” 

The postmark on the envelope had 
been torn off, but it is believed to have 
been Portland, Or. There was also a 
love letter from Libbie M. Burnish of 
Portland to Kerby. The letters inti- 
mate that Kerby has been in trouble in 
Florida. The Chief believes that he is 
one of the leaders of a gang of coun- 
terfeiters. 


THE SAN JOSE ROBBER, 


He Threw Away Brown’s Trousers 


and Hid All Day.

“And in appointing my successor, I 
hope that your honorable body will be 
able to choose a man of miracles; one 
that can bring the dead to life, or 
blood from a turnip, or maybe one 
with an alchemist wand that can turn 
base metal into gold, as, in my opinion, 
it will take some such man to be 
able to get water on west side through 
the Sunset Irrigation District.”

Tho San Francisco authorities 
elected Gavigan to the office, and he 
brought the action against the Gover- 
nog to compel him to promulgate the 
bill’as a law. Gavigan’s claim is that 
the Governor allowed nearly three 
hours im excess of the legal ten days 
to pass before the Senate was notified 
of his veto. 


GEN. KIRKHAWM™’S ESTATE, 


A Division Has Been Asked by the 
Three Daughters.

OAKLAND, Jan. 12.—The division of 
the estate of the late Gen. Ralph W. 
Kirkham has been asked for by the 
three daughters, Mrs. Kate Kirkham- 
Wheeler, Mrs. Lellah Yarde-Buller and 
Mrs. Maria C. Stafford.

A great sensation 
has been caused here by the publica- 
tion of the police report on the con- 
spiracy to assassinate President 
Moraes, November 5 last. The police 
allege that there were several plots 
against the life of the President prior 

to the one in November. 

The report concludes with indicting 
twenty persons, including Vice-Presij- 
dent Victorini Pereira, Capt. Lopez 
Cruz of the Brazilian navy; seven 
majors and colonels, Senator Cor- 
deiro; Deputies Glicerio, Guanabara, 
Barbosa, Lima, Ireno, Mashado, Mor- 
quado and Moreica, and_ the soldier 
Marcellino. who executed the crime. 
Glicerio continues to be absent, and 
the Vice-President is still at large. It 
appears that he was in close relations 
with Marceéllino, who directed the 
crime.

A DETERMINED SUICIDE. 


Jumps to Her Death Through a 
Plate-glass Window.

Night Dispatches Condensed, 


A Washington dispatch says the customs 
receipts yesterday were $889,024, the heaviest 
since the new tariff went into effect. Treasury 
officials are gratified with the increase, and 
confidentially predict that ithe new law will 
provide a surplus of revenue from now on. 

A special to London from Shanghai says the 
treaty providing for a lease of Kiaochau to 
Germany is not yet signed. Japan is strenu- 
cusly opposing the final signature. The Brit- 
ish gunboat Swift has gone to Hainan to as- 
certain the French movement. 

A special to the Denver News from Central 
City, Colo., says: ‘James Doyle, Joseph Perks 
and Andrew Westland were instantly killed, 
and Daniel Mundy probably fatally hurt, by 
a fall of rock in the Hidden Treasure mine 
at Nevadaville, two miles from here. The 
accident was caused by the ‘breaking of a 
stull or platform upon which was hundreds 
of tons of cre which was being sorted.”’ 

News has been received at Calcutta from 
Metramul in Beloochistan of an outbreak 
against a British survey party there, numbere- 
ing 200. A number of the native guards were 
killed or wounded. The extent of the out- 
break is not known bere. apt. Burn reports 
that the whole Kej Valley is in turmoil, and

makes the possessor always win in 
games of chance.

New Hardy Orange. 


{Riverside Press:] A Texas nursery- 
man is developing an orange tree, the 
fruit of which he claims will stand a 
temperature of 12 deg. without injury. 
He has budded the Satsuma orange on 
the citrus trifoliata or wild orange of 
Japan, and gotten a fruit that is not 
injured by a temperature of 20 deg. be- 
low freezing, and at the same time 
yields a sweet-flavored fruit of average 
size. This combination was tried in 
Louisiana, and was the only one of 
about one hundred varieties that stood 
the cold snap of the winter of 1893. It 
is*the nurseryman‘s design to take the 


seed of these oranges, plant them, bud 


the plant on the citrus trioliata and 
get a plant three-fourths hardy where 
this one is half hardy. And when that 
is done he expects to have an orange 
that will flourish even in Klondike.

THE OTHER SIDE.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] After interviews with Pres- 
ident McKinley this evening Senators 
Thurston and Gear are in line for the 
Hawaiian annexation treaty. This 
declaration is made by the friends of 
the islands, and while they will not 
admit that there is any doubt of the 
success of the treaty, they are in no 
measure slackening their work upon 
men whose names still adorn the 
doubtful column in all polls made. 

Rumors of all kinds as to the 
strength of the treaty, changes of 
opinion and new lining-up of Senators 
come with every minute of the session. 
Today the opponents of the _ treaty 
claimed that Senator Hansbrough had 
joined their ranks, but this was vigor- 
ously denied. From the friends of the 
treaty came the claim that Spooner 
would not oppose it, despite his leaning 
toward action by resolution. So, fol- 
lowing the determination of Thurston 
and Gear to vote on the administration 
side tonight, it is the claim of the 
treaty’s friends that they have all of 
the Republicans with the possible ex- 
ception of Senator Morrill, and _ this 
makes them easy in mind. With the 
full force of the administration on the 
treaty’s side there seems no reason to 
believe that it can be beaten. 

One of the greatest features of the 
treaty’s strength is the hard work be- 
ing put up by Senator Gorman. He is 
largely offsetting Senator White's ef- 
forts, and it is believed he will have 
from nine to ten of his fellows in line 
for the treaty. ;

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


HOUSE.—The House today passed 
an Urgent Deficiency’ Bill carrying 
$1,741,843. One of the items authoriz- 
ing a further expenditure of $5.0 000 
for the Soldiers’ Home at Danvi_.le, Il. 
of which $150,000 was appropriated in 
the Sundry Civil Bill, was used by 
Mr. De Armond, (Dem.) of Missouri, 
as a basis for a bitter personal at- 
tack upon Chairman Cannon, whose 
home is at Danville. Mr. Cannon in- 
sisted that additional barracks were 
needed at Danville, where 18,000 vete- 
rans were now sleeping in corridors, 
cellars and attics. Mr. De Armond’s 
motion was defeated without division. 

There was also a lively debate over 
the provision in the bill requiring the 
owners of bullion hereafter to pay the 
cost of transporting bullion for assay 
offices to the mints. 

Mr. Bell, (Pop.) of Colorado, argued 
that if the government declined to 
pay the cost of transporting the goid 
would go to foreign mints. It was, he 
said, another blow aimed at the west- 
ern miner. 

Mr. Shafroth, (Silver Rep.) of Colo- 
rado, argued against the proviso. Not 
content with gold standard, he said, 
this was an attempt to discourage the 
production of gold and still. curther 
appreciate its power and vuiue. 

Mr. Cannon pointed out that if the 
law was continued until an assay of- 
fice’ would be established on the 
Yukon, the government would have to 
pay the mint price for gold in the 
Klondike and then pay the cost of 
and assume all risks incident to trans- 


portation to the San _ Francisco or 
Philadelphia mint. This law was a 
bounty on goid mining. Why should 


it exist? 
to complicate 
question. 

Mr. McRae, (Dem.) of Arkansas, ar- 
gued that the gold discoveries in the 
Yukon furnished the best reason why 
the existing law should not be dis- 
countenanced. The government should 
offer every inducement to miners to 
bring their gold to its mints. 

Mr. Sayers. (Dem.) of Texas, 
ported the proposed change in the 
government policy. There was no 
more reason, he said, why the govy- 
ernment should give a bounty to the 
gold miners than to the cotton and 
wheat-growers. No other country, he 
said, paid the freight on bullion. 

Mr. Bell’s motion to strike out the 
proviso was defeated by 125 to 110. 

Mr. Hitt, from the Foreign Affairs

THE MONETARY COMMISSION. 


Given a Hearing by the House Com- 
mittee on Banking. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—The Mone- 
tary Commission was given a hearing 
today by the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency on the com- 
migsion’s bill proposing a comprehen- 
sive revision of the currency. Ex- 
Senator Edmunds of Vermont, chair- 
man of the commission, headed _ the 
delegation, and with him were ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
of New York; J. W. Fries of North 
Carolina, representing the gold-Demo- 


crat sentiment of the South; T. J. 
Bush of Alabama, and Judge R.  §. 
Taylor of Indiana, representing the 


Middle | West. Secretary Gage’ was 


also present, accompanied by the Solic- 
itor of the Treasury. The ‘trearing 
attracted much interest, a number of 
the members of the House, accom- 
panied by ladies, being present. 

Mr. Edmunds was the first speaker. 
He. said the fundamental principle 
which the commission had felt was to 
be considered in establishing a stable 
currency was, first, to know what the 
standard of value in this country is 
and is to be. On this question, there 
were many divergent -views among 
financial authorities. Many believed, 
and he was one of these, that it was 
impossible to have more than one 
Standard of value. If this be true, 
then the question is, What is the best 
standard? 

The experience of the world, Mr. 
Edmunds said, was that the best 
Standard was that one subject to the 


least changes, and to which other 
values most readily adjusted them- 
selves; one which will be the same 


when the transaction closes as when 
it was opened. The commission felt 
that such a thing as a double standard 
had never existed in the world 
through natural operations. There had 
been double-standards established by 
law, but never in fact. When it came 
to an actual standard, there cou!d be 
but one. 

Mr. Edmunds referred to the experi- 
ence of the great nations of the world, 
all. showing, he said, that a single 
standard meant stability and safety, 
While legal attempts at double stand- 
ards meant disaster and panic. 

Mr. Edmunds then took up the propo- 
sition of the commission’s bill propos- 
ing a retirement of United States notes, 
explaining and urging this on the lines 
of the commission's report. He closed 
with a strong appeal for early action. 

Representative Cox (Dem.) of Ten- 
nessee pronounced a series of questions 
intended to bring out that the effect 
of the bill would be to convert all 
debts, public and private, into gold ob- 
ligations. 

Mr. Edmunds answered that it would 
convert every government obligation, 
except a few of minor form, into gold 
obligations, and, stated broadly, that 
the effect would be to make all United 
States obligations payable in gold. But 
ac to private obligations between citi- 
zens, Mr. Edmunds answered emphati- 
cally in the negative. 

Mr. Walker asked if the bill was de- 
signed to change the legal-tender 
quality of the standard silver dollar. 
Mr. Edmunds answered that it would 
not. The hearing will be resumed to- 
morrow.

has learned some interesting facts. 
He has found that the common brown 
bat can be domesticated; that’ the 
garden toad, with proper encourage- 
ment, will keep a house free from 
flies; and that, if the waters of a 
district are kept well stocked with 
fish and tadpoles, the mosquito pesi 
can be reduced to reasonable limits. 

Before setting the children at work 
Dr. Hodge made personal observa- 
tions of the toad in captivity." He 
constructed a small pen in his garden, 
and in it, in a pan of water, ins a'led 
a male and a female toad. To at- 
tract food for them he. placed within 
the enclosure bits of meat and bone. 
The results were as satisfactory as 
they ‘were unexpected. The toads 
spent most of their time sitting within 
reaching distance of the bait, and kill- 
ing the flies attracted by it. The fe- 
male laid her eggs in the water of the 
pan, and in due time the little black 
tadpoles made their appearance. 
There was really no need of the tm- 
prisoning walls of wire netting; tha 
prisoners could not have been hir:d 
to escape. The neighbors were re- 
ceiving a marked benefit from the ex- 
periment. They had never had so few 
flies to annoy them. Then Dr. Hedge 
established another and larger colony. 
Here three or four toads were to ho 
seen squatting about a single bone, 
each snapping up every fly that came 
near. The fact seemed to he estabh- 
lished that if toads were encouraged 
to frequent the gardens there would 
be very much less annoyance from 
flies during the dog days. 

Another of Dr. Hodge’s experiments 
was with bats. His attention was 
turned to them through the codling 
moth, the insect to blame for most 
worm-eaten apples. In an orchard near 
his home, Dr. Hodge found nine of 
the grubs of this insect in a minute. 
Chancing to go into another orchard, 
hardly a mile from the first, he found 
only four of the grubs in an hour's 
search. There is an old barn near by 
in which live a colony of between sev- 
nety-five and 100 bats. The owner of 
the farm informed the doctor that his 
apples were always free from worms. 
The naturalist caught a bat and offersa 
to it some of the grubs, which were 
greedily accepted. The codling moth 
flies only at night; the same is true of 
the bat. Putting the facts together, 
Dr. Hodge thought there was a strong 
case of circumstantial evidence that 
the bat was a very useful friend of the 
apple-grower. 

Dr. Hodge took half a dozen of the 
bats home with him and installed them 
in his parlor. At first they greeted any 
friendly advances with chattering an- 
ger. After a little while they became 
quite tame, and whenever their jailer 
entered the room they would fly to him 
for food. They never reached the point 
of allowing themselves to be handled, 
but they were friendly. Their home 
was in the folds at the top of the win- 
dow draperles, and when night came, 
and sometimes in the day time they 
would spend their time flying about 
the room, regardless of the presence 
of members of the family. Dr. Hodge 
would occasionally feed them with in- 
sects in the evening, releasing netful 
after netful .of the night-flying va- 
rieties,;and never @ bug remained in 
the morning. They took everything, 
from a spider to a polyphemus moth. 
One morning the doctor counted while 
one bat devoured sixty-eight house 
flies. He believes the bat would be al- 
most as susceptible to taming as the 
monkey. 

Observation of fish in his aquarium 
has shown Dr. Hodge that they are 
the natural enemies of the mosquito. 
‘They are very fond of the larvae of 


the sinking pest. He saw one sunfish 
no larger than a silver dollar, swallow 
between sixty-five and seventy wri. 
glers in @ single hour. And it was aleo 
demonstrated to him that tadpoles, both 
of frogs and toads, are inveterate en- 
emies of the embroyo mosquito. 


Flavor of Butter. 


(Prof. H. Hayward in Farm News:} 
The annual production of butter in 
the United States is about 1,375,000,060 
pounds. The larger part of this is put 
on the market and sold upon its. mer- 
its, bringing from 10 to 75 cents per 
pound. The reason why butter varies 
80 markedly in its market value is 
almost entirely wowing to the differ- 
ence in its flavor. Flavor in butter 
is that quality which affects the taste, 
and it is the presence or absence of 
flavor that commends or condemns the 
butter to the consumer. Generally 
speaking, the principal sources of but- 
ter flavor are two, namely, the con- 
ditions under which the milk is se-., 
creted and drawn from the cow, and 
the conditions to which the milk is 
subjected after it is drawn and be- 
fore it. is manufactured into 
It is generally conceded, (although 
some experiments have proved cther- 
Wise) that as a cow advances in her 
period of lactation the flavor of the 
butter ghe produces’ deteriorates. 
Why this is so the writer is not ad- 
vised, but it is a fact, however that 
aS & COW approaches parturition § the 
milk becomes more or less abnormal 
in that the milk serum becomes more 
viscous, the fate globules smaller, and 
the milk creams less exhaustively 
and churns with mofe difficulty. The 
flavor of the butter is not necessarily 
bad, but there is a decided lack of that 
fine, quick, aromatic odor which the 
best markets demand and are willing 
to pay for. The difference in flavor 
between fresh cows and strippers is 
So murked that some dairymen wiill 
not pay as much per 100 pounds for 
roilk from a herd where most of the 
cows are well advanced in their period 
of lactation, even though it be richer 
in fat, as they will for milk from a 
herd the most of which are fresh 
COWS, 

Another condition which affects the 
flavor of butter before. the milk is 
drawn is the kind amd condition of the 
focd the cow is fed upon. As import- 
ant a% this is it is difficult, with our 
present knowledge, to state definitely 
what foods should or should not be 
fed. Such foods as silage, potatoes; 
turnips, if sound, dare safely fed with 
moderaticm, if care is taken not to feed 
them immediately before milking. Con- 
siderable fault has been found during 
the present year with the use of glu- 
ten and linseed meals, and if fed 
should be with comsiderable care and 
watchfulness. There is no question 
but that of the many by-products on 
our markets there are some that will 
affect the butter produced from them 
adversely. 

The period of lactation and the food 
of the cow do not play as important a 
part in butter flavor, gemerally speak- 
ing, as the conditions under which the 
milk is cared for after it is drawn 
from the cow. These, too, may be di- 
vided into general heads. First, the 
conditions which surroumd the milk or 
cream before it is manufactured into 
butter, and, second, the kind of bac- 
teria favorable or unfavorable that 
cipens the cream. While milk or 
cream is cooling to the tempera- 
ture of the surroumding atmosphere 
it is giving off its own odors, 
and does not take up others, but when 
it has reached a constant temperature 
it begins to absorb any odors that 
may be present from any source, and if 
these are unpleasant, as they are quite 
apt to be, the flavor of the butter will 
be affected accordingly. Hence, the 
importance of Keeping milk and cream 
in a separate, clean and well-venti- 
lated room, and entirely away from 
anything like meats, cooking or decay- 
ing vegetables, the laundry, etc. 


One of the most interesting phases 


of butter-making is the effect of differ- 
ent bacteria upon the flavor. The 
study of bacteria in this connection has 
engaged, and is still engaging, the 
attention of leading investigators in 
this and foreign countries. Although 
a favorable kind of bacteria is abso- 
lutely essential in the ripening of 
cream for the production of the finest- 
flavored butter, so far, experiments In 
this country hate snown that a starter 
made from selected skim milk will 


probably give as uniformly good re-. 


sults as the use of the expensive com- 
mercial butter cultures that are adver- 
tised on the market as improving the 
flavor of butter 


Fruit-tree Planting, 


The following was read by Fred C. 
Miles of Penryn at the Fruit-Growers’ 
Convention in Sacramento: 

‘The question ‘Should fruit tree 
planting . be encouraged or discour- 
aged?’ is at the present time proving 
a stumbling block to the planter, but 
if he will look about him he will see 
that the answer to the question has 
been coming so plainly before him that 
he will wonder he did not heed it. My 
remarks are intended especially for the 
fresh deciduous fruit section of Placer 
county. 

“Some years ago when any sort of a 
peach was worth money and would sell 
because there was a scarcity of the ar- 
ticle the planter was advised to put 
out any and all kinds that he could get, 
and he did so plant. 

“Since that period nearly all the 
localities mear markets that we have 
been supplying have been trying to 
grow fruit. Old orchards have been 
vastly enlarged and new territory get 
out to fruit trees. The result has been 
that the plantings*in every section, 
firiom Oregon to Texas and to the At- 
lantic, has kept pace with or exceeded 


cur own. In years of plenty at these 
fruit districts (and the years will be 
continuous, for the sections are so 


widely apart that it is or will be very 
seldom that a general disaster will 
prevail,) our industry, founded on the 
money-making capacity of fruit in 
years past, will be and is reduced to 
the very verge of disaster. 


‘There will always be a_ certain 
amount of our fruit wanted for all 
markets, no matter what their condi- 


tion of congestion from local supplies, 
The wise growers have already begun 
to put up specially guaranteed packs, 
and these will, no doubt, make a profit 
as their fruit will command a price 
above the ordinary. A general return 
of prosperity will enhance this market 
by placing surplus money in the hands 
of the great working class, enabling 
them to become purchasers. 

“The question whether we shall plant 
or not can be answered by the advice 
to have the fruit in the eastern mar- 
kets when it will meet the least com- 
petition. By doing this we will be more 
likely to receive the highest values for 
the fruit. 

“To have our fresh products in the 
eastern markets at a time when there 
is a minimum competition will neces- 
sitate the planter selecting only the 
very earliest locations for the orchard, 
and then to put out only the fruits 
that will enable him to have fruit be- 
fore his neighbors, except those having 
equally early places. 

‘The kinds and varieties at present 
that promise the best returns for intel- 
ligent care in planting, for the future, 
are very limited. 

“The warieties planted at the Aloha 


orchard, one of the earliest locations 
in Placer countvy are the Red June, 
the best of all’ the early Japanese 
plums, and the Triumph peach. This 
peach on the early ground alongside 


Alexander is ready to send out with 
the latter. The Triumph is a yellow 


peach, with very rosy color, and no 
doubt will be heavily planted. Its 
only drawbacks are its being rather 
small and the tendency of the leaves 
to curl. The former is not very mate. 
rial, because the fruit ig the first yel- 


low peach ane) tt will se}l. The latter 
ean be guard d against sprays.

Truth About Menicipal Ownership. 

[The Independent:] It was perhaps 
in the discussion of the municipal dis- 
tribution of water, gas and electric 
light that the enormous practical value 
of expert scientific knowledge of eco- 
nomic matters was most strikingly 
demonstrated. The Hon. Carroll D. 
Wright, Commissioner of Labor, in 
opening the discussion, remarked that 
whenever, in an American city, the 
question of municipal or private own- 
ership had come before the people, the 
first practical»step taken had been the 
appointment of a junketing committee 
of inquiry to investigate the methods 
and recults of competimg systems in 
other cities, aud that such committees 
beginning their studies in ignorance 
had completed them in a confusion of 
,mind a thousandfold worse than the 
original ignorance. This confusion, he 
explained, was due to the utter impos- 
sibility of comparing the accounts of 
one company or municipality with 
those of another until an expert inves- 
tigation shall analyze them and reduce 
them to uniformity. This the Depart- 
ment of Labor is now attempting to 
do. Until it is accomplished all argu- 
ments for and against municipal own- 
ership, in so far as they touch the 
financial problems involved, are writ 
in water; they prove absolutely noth- 
oe for or against any municipal pol- 

cy. 

That this is the opinion of experts 
who have no such stake in the good 
repute of the investigation as Mr. 
Wright himself has, was made evi- 
dent in the* remarks by Prof. John 
H. Gray of the Northwestern Univers- 
ity, who convin¢ingly proved that, un- 
til the corporations, both public and 
private, are persuaded or compelled 
to adopt a uniform system of accounts, 
no honest man can have an intelli- 
gent opinion on the economic merits 
of private versus public ownershin, 
and in the further remarks of Mr. 
Greenough of the Cleveland Gas Com- 
pany, who, while a resident of Massa- 
chusetts, drafted the bill creating the 
now famous Massachusetts Gas Com- 
mission. Mr. Greenough confirmed all 
that had been said by the preceding 
speakers, and explained that the suc- 
cess of the Massachusetts commission 
in obtaining exact and truthful bal- 
ance-sheets is due to the immunity 
from unnecessary competition, and 
from blackmailing raids, which exist- 
ing companies enjoy under the pro- 
tecticn of the commission, in return 
for the publicity and regulation of 
charges which the commission forces 
upon them. 

What the whole discussion m-de 
perfectly nlain is the encouraging fact 
that well-infgrmed men no longer de- 
fend the private ownership of qu>si 
public works on the ground cf any 
self-evident economic superiority, or 
advocate municipal ownersh'p :s 
demonstrated improvement, No re3l 
reform makes sure progress until if is 
safely past the stage of assumption 
and guesswork. The people have been 
told that private companies are eco- 
nomical servants of the publ'c: that 
private companies are robbers: that

OUT FROM ALASKA. 


The Extremely Mild Weather of 
Forty-five Degrees Below Zero 
Experienced on the Trip. 


PIG PRICES PAID FOR CLAIMS. 


TWO OF THEM SELL FOR THREE 
HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Dawson in No Danger of Suffering 
Through Lack of Food—Reported 
Discovery of Mother Lode 
Scoffed At. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.]} 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) Jan. 12.—[Ex- 
clusive’ Dispatch.] James Macaulay otf 
this city, one of the passengers on the 
Al-Ki from Dawson, says there will be 
more than a thousand men coming out 
of Dawson on the snow and ice this 
winter. These men are coming out to 
sell their claims, or, having sold them, 
are going to enjoy the fruits of their 
labors. An immense amount of dust 
will be brought out. Most of the thirty- 
five men on the Al-Ki brought out 
small fortunes; in fact, Mr. Thompson, 
who has been mining in the Yukon 
country for four years, brought out an 
immense sum. 

Some big prices are being paid for 
claims. Mr. Healy paid $300,000 for 
claims Nos. 26 and 27 Bonanza, and 
Nos. 36 and 37 Eldorado sold for $200,- 
000. Bench claims on El Dorado are 
turning out very well. The prospects 
.on Hunker and Sulphur creeks are also 
good, $4 a pan being averaged on 
Hunker. 

The trip out was a comparatively 
mild one. The thermometer never reg- 
istered move ‘than 45 deg. below. 


A SWEDE’S RICHES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REVORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 12.—Thirty- 
five men direct from Dawson City ar- 
rived in Seattle this morning at 8 
o'clock on the steamship Al-Ki. These 
men brought down $100,000 tn gold dust. 
The heaviest individual owner of the 
gold dust was Nels Johnson, who 
brought out $40,000. Johnson is a 
young Swede, who*went to the Klion- 
dike country more than @ year ago. 
He located claim No. 29, above Dis- 
covery Claim, on Bonanza Creek, and 
shortly before leaving Dawson City 
sold out for $60,000, bringing $40,000 of 
this amount out with him. He 1s on 
his way to Sweden to visit the scenes 
of his boyhood, and to enjoy his tor- 
tune. The remaining $60,000 of gold 
dust that was brought down‘is tn small 
amounts and scattered among severai 
men. 

James MaCauley and Richard Butler 
made the quickest trip on record. They 
left Dawson City December 12, and ar- 
rived at Dyea in eighteen and a half 
days. 

Today’s arrivals bring no new fea- 
tures. in the. food situation at Daw- 
son, but confirm previous stories that, 
while provisions are scarce, there will 
be no sttarvation. 


DAWSON ALL RIGHT.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Jan. 12.—C. F. 
Treat;;who has been the chairman of 
every meeting held ‘at Dawson to dis- 
cuss the food question, says: 

“If necessary, a government expedi- 
tion could reach Dawson over the ice 
by using dogs, but the scarcity has 
been relieved alréady by people com- 
ing out and going down the river.” 

A. H. Piel and George H. Steven- 
son made the journey from Dawson 
to Dyea in twenty-one and one-half 
days. 

“Our coldest day was 37 below,” said 
Piel. “Yeu may not believe it, but 
that was our best day for traveling. 
We started from Dawson with four 
dogs and 700 pounds on our sleds, and 
traveled as much as fifty miles a day. 
That is good traveling, but you under- 
stand we did not walk; we rode.” 

Sam Archer characterizes the story 
that the mother lode has been discov- 
ered in Skookum Gulch as a fairy tale. 
At Thirty-Mile River Mr. Archer and 
party met a.man named Vest, from 
Portland. Or., who, with his partner, 
was in a very sorry condition. They 
were attempting to take to Dawson 
several hundred dozen frozen eggs. 
To escane sleighing along the river 
banks. they built a raft, intending to 
fleat down to the Hootalinqua. Their 
raft had been wrecked, and they had 
losi most ef their provisions, their 
tent, stove, blankets and tools. They 
narrowly escaped drowning them- 
selves.

Thirteenth street, the home of F. H. 
Brown and Dr. Gates’s home. Both of 
Dr. Gates’s arms were broken and 
his wife was probably fatally crushed. 
She is still alive at the home of a 
neighbor. The Gates servant girl is 
supposed to be dead in the ruins of 
their home, .and a gearch is be'ng 
made for the body. The Breens Build- 
ing, a large brick structure, was un- 
roofed, and the wife of Luther Hunter, 
one of its occupants, was badly in- 
jured. 

Shortiy after the storm passed over 
the city, the home of Jaseph 
Matthews, east of the city, was seen 
to be burning, but no report has been 
received from there as yet. 

On the south side of Garrison ave- 
nue Mrs. Bird’s home was blown 
away, and Krone’s two-story building 
was wrecked. Will O’Shea, who-was 
sleeping in the O’Shea & Hinch ware- 
house, had a narrow escape from 
death, the roof of the building being 
torn off and thrown on top of him. 
Guy Partridge and wife and _ child 
crawled from the wreck of their home 
and escaped. Will Lawson and a 
young man named Lane, Ed Yaden, 


and a but«her named Wolsey, were 
among the injured quartered in 
O’Keefe’s saloon. Mrs. Capt. Hugh 


L. Regers was dug out of the ruins 
of the, Rock House, on South Ninth 
street, badly injured, but hopes are 
entertained for her recovery. 

R. L. Hielsborg was on his way 
home when the cyclone s'ruck the city, 
ard was lifted off his feet and car- 
ried quite a distance. His clothes were 
torn off his body, his shoulder was dts- 
located, and he sustained injuries about 
the head. 

Tho tornado créssed the Poteau River 
and swept the National Cemetery, lay- 
ing low the walls and demolish*g the 
residence of R. G. Baldwin. Its path 
was about two hundred yards wide, 
end for that distance, across the re- 
servo to Ninth street, where it struck 
Garrison avenue, it left devastation in 
its wake. The brick build’ng owned 
by Fagan Bourt was shattered and the 
east end of the two-story frame build- 
ing just north of it was blown com- 
pletely out. 


Across the street was the frame 
building known as the Wellington 
Hotel. It was ccmpletely demolished, 


and comly @ heap of débris shows 
where it once stood. Twonty-five peo- 
ple were in the house at the time and 
all escaped uninjured. 

The house occupied by George Car- 
ter, formerly engineer at the Grand 
Operahcuse, was turned completely up- 
side down and stands as evidence of 
the terrific power of the tornado. Mr. 
Carter was killed outright, a jagged 
mane of glacs nearly severing his head 
from his body. 

Electric Park, used as a cotton yard, 
was wipod completely out. A number 
of houses were completely demolished, 
among them being the Krone residence, 
Frank Magruder’s cottage, R. W. For- 
dca’s home and the house of John 
Greb. Dr. Bell's tarn was laid flat on 
the ground, and Mrs. Annie Byrd’s 
home was badly darfaged. The hand- 
some residence of Judge Thomas Baies 
stood right in the path of the tornado, 
but the same fury that destroyed the 
building occupied by I. Isa*cson, com 
Garrison avenue, passed it, leaving it 
a‘most unscathed. All of the window 
glass facing the storm was blown out, 
but no great damage was done. 

On South Nimth street the two-story 
brick building of Mrs. Hugh Rogers 
was leveled. Mrs. Rogers was impris- 
oned in the ruins, but was taken out 
later. She escaped with severe in- 
juries. Telephone poles, lamp posts and 
awnings were swept away as the tor- 
nado struck the avenue. The scene 
after the fury of the storm was spent 
was one of desolation and devastation. 

DEATH LIST GROWING. 
[ASSOCIATED DRESS DAY REVORT.] 

FORT SMITH (Ark.,) Jan. 12.—At 
noon it looks as though fifty persons 
have been killed, and the death list 
is growing hourly. Hundreds of per- 
sons have been injured, some fatally 
and others not so badly. Many fine 
residences were razed to the ground. 
Ihe tornado, after passing through 
the residence district, did its worst 
work in that portion of the business 
district in which the older buildings 
are located, and the totals of damage 
do not amount up very rapidly, al- 
though many buildings were partly 
or wholly ruined. For this reason it 
is probable that $500,000 will cover 
the loss of buildings and contents, in- 
cluding the new 409,000 High School 
building, which was ‘directly in the 
path of the storm, and was _ badly 
wrecked. 

The debris of many of the buildings 
of the lodging-house district caught 
fire, and those unfortunates who were 
not at once extricated alive perished 
miserably by being burned or smoth- 
ered to death. Many people in the 
outside districts were killed in the 
crash of falling buildings. 

All nurses and physicians that can 
be pressed into service are being 
utilized, and scores are finding em- 
ployment in the hospitals of the city, 
where the injured are being taken. 
The morgue is being taxed to its ut- 
most capacity, and additional bodies 
are being brought in every few min- 
utes. Aliogrether Che scene is sickening 
and horrible. 

A heavy rain followed the terrible 
tornado, and it was probably twenty 
minutes before the city awoke to the 
fact that it had been visited by a 
calamity. The fire department was 
called out, and in less than thirty 
minutes from the arrival of the tor- 
nado the streets were crowded with 
people, and willing hands were resyly 
to render all of the aid that the 
emergency required. Men and women 
clad in their night clothes Were 
seeking shelter, and calling for absent 
members of their families or friends 
who failed to escape from the wreck 
of the buildings in which they had 
been living. 

Men, wemen and children’ sought 
refuge in O’Keefe’s saloon, and were 
afforded shelter. In the back part of 
the saloon a number of injured were 
stretched the floor with only their 


night clothes to protect them from 
the chilly midnight air. Miss Wood, 
one of the nurses of the St. John 


Hospi'al, did all that could be done 
to relieve the immediate wants of the 
injured in O’Keefe’s saloon. The drug 
stores were crowded, and the clerks 
rent busy filline prescriptions, and 
otherwise doine their share toward re- 
lieving the sufferers. 

The telenhone wires were nearly all 
down, ond it was imrossible to com- 
municate with anv distant point in 
the outskirts of the city. The etreets 
were eo filled with the debris blown 
from the wreeked bulldines that it 
wes with diffievity that carriages 
ret around. The scene is one of the 
most apralline and destructive ever 
witnessed, and ie without a narallel in 
this secticn of the Southwest. 


A MEMPBIS ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORY.] 


MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) Jan. 12.—At 
11:15 o'clock last night a tornado struck 
Fort Smith, Ark:, in the middle of Gar- 
rison avenue, destroying that part of 
town from and including Twelfth 
street to the weetern limit of the city. 
then passed on toward Little Rock, 
buildings 
and struck the little town of Alma, de- 
stroying several buildings. In Fort 
Smith fires broke out in all directions, 
and up to 2 a.m, eighteen dead bodies 
had heen recovered. Some had been 
killed by falling houses, other: burned. 
It is understood that several were 
killed at Alma. The large new school 
huilding in Fort Smith was completely 
wrecked. 

The latest information is that all of 
the fires are under control at Fort 


Smith. All wires are down except 
those in Missouri Pacific and ‘Frisco 
depots. Telephone and electric wires 
are all down. No wires from Fort 
Smith east, and only one to’ the west. 
One or two wires are said to be work- 
ing from 'Frisco depot to St. Louis. 
It is said. that the number of dead 
at Fort Smith will reach fifty, but it 
is probably exaggerated, and twenty- 
five will perhaps cover it. This infor- 
mation comes from Van Buren, Ark., 
which is close to Fort Smith and is as 
reliable as possible to obtain at this 
hour. 
RAILROADS ESCAPE.

VAN BUREN VISITED.

VAN BUREN (Ark.,) Jan. 12.—The 
tornado that descended upon Fort 
Smith last night crossed the Arkansas 
River one-half mile south of here and 
tore a path 200 yards wide through this 
(Crawford) county, and dealt deatn and 
devastation to everything in its path. 
A score or more of houses were blown 
down and many persons were hurt. 

Charles Wright was instantly killed 
by his house blowing down on him, 
The house of Mrs. Bash was demol- 
ished, and she was crushed to death 
and two of her children fatally hurt. 
It is estimated that one hundred head 
of cattle and horses were in the path 
of the tornado, and were killed or in- 
jured so hadly ‘that: they had to be 
killed. It is five miles in a direct line 
from Van Buren to Fort Smith, and 
débris from there was strewn over the 
ground three miles beyond here.

An Ohio Man’s Opinion. 
POMONA (Cal.,) Jan. 11, 1897.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:]' In your ed- 
itorial remarks regarding the Sen- 
atorial fight in Ohio, it is but natural 
that a lack of full understanding of 
the situation should be shown. Pos- 
sibly as an old resident of Cleveland, 
the home of M. A. Hanna, I may be 
allowed to express my views and aid 
somewhat in clearing up some points 
involved. 

I look upon it as a fight between two 
wings of the Republican party—one 
headed by John Sherman, representing 
the old wheel-horses of the party, who 
have been at the front for years, car- 
rying the load and doing the fighting 
for a generation—with«this wing of the 
party Mark A. Hanna has been identi- 
fied for years, doing valiant service and 
always in close counsel with the State 
leaders—a reliable, trusted man in ev- 
“ery campaign. The other wing of the 
party represents to a large extent the 
young men, who, full of ambition, hold 
that Sherman and his crowd have been 
in the saddle long enough and should 
dismount and let them ride. 

Senator Foraker represents this ele- 
ment. His ambition, while successful 
in landing him in the place of Sen- 
ator, has not always proved a wise 
leader for the party, as,,for instance, 
when he forced himself on the party 
as candidate for Governor for a third 
term, and, much against the judgment 
of the sober, clear-headed men of the 
party, led them forth to a campaign 
and was badly defeated. 

These antagonistic forces of a party— 
the old men and the young men—are 
very apt to show up in all our States, 
but rarely lead to such a_ deplorable 
exhibition as that now on in Ohio; and 
from my knowledge of the situation 
and its leaders, I feel fully in sym- 
pathy with Mr. Hanna in his fight. 
I do not think he had any ambition for 
public office or anticipated any until 
after the election of McKinley, when 
the desire for the honor of a Senator- 
ship very naturally came to him, and 
good fighter as he is, when foreed by 

oraker and his allies to defend him- 
self and work to maintain his position, 
he has no doubt felt a pride in holding 
that place for which the peonle of the 
State have with such unanimity in- 
dorsed him. The fact that almost all 
of Cleveland citizens. uphold. him— 
among them being the Tippecanoe 
Club, which has always been the club 
representing the young men of the 
party and formerly in full harmony 
with Foraker—shows plainly the senti- 
ment of his neighbors and fellow-cit- 
izens. 

In regard to all the charges of brib- 
ery, you will find that Mark A. Hanna 
is too honorable a man to be found 
using any disreputable means to main- 
tain his position. While he is a won- 
derfully able man as organizer and 
handler of forces in a political 
paign, he is too wise and astute a pol- 
iticlan to be found in any such dirty 
messes. 

Possibly some of his lieutenants may 
lack judgment, and act unwisely, but 
bribery through any connivance of his 
will not be resoried to, is the opinion 
of one who knows something of the 
situation and the parties. J.B

PROTESTS AGAINST OIL BORING 
NEAR SISTERS’ HOSPITAL. 


The Matter Considered by the Fire 
Commissioners—Another Lesson 
in Patience for the Boller In- 
spector—Kubach Will not. Be a 
Candidate for Election. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners 
held the regular weekly meeting yes- 
terday morning. The principal mat- 
ters under consideration were the pro- 
tests against the boring of oil wells in 
the vicinity of the Sisters’ Hospital, 
@nd Chief Moore’s report upon the 
Boiler Inspector's proposal to inspect 
the boilers of fire engines. 

The proposed restriction upon oil- 
boring in the vicinity of the Sisters’ 
Hospital called forth a lively discus- 
Sion. Applications had been received 
from a number of oil men asking per- 
mission to bore wells in the locality, 
and they were strongly opposed by the 
Management of the hospital, on the 
ground that the noise and odors would 
be very detrimental to the health of 
the patients. 

This protest was backed by a state- 
ment from the Board of Health, stat- 
ing that, in the opinion of the board, 
the objections were well founded and 
that a due consideration for the health 
of the patients demanded that no wells 
should be bored within 600 feet of the 
hospital. 

A number of oil men and their at- 
torneys were on hand to combat these 
objections. They contended that the 
Zimit of 600 feet Was an arbitrary one 
@nd unneceesarily hard upon the oil 
men. They insisted that the noise of 
drilling would be deadened by the trees 
Surrounding the hospital and by the 
westerly winds. It was urged also 
that the drilling alone could prove an 
@nnoyance, as the pumping is com- 
DParatively noiseless. 

Dr. Powers, the Health Officer, said 
that distance fixed, 600 feet, was neces- 
Sary for the welfare of the patients in 
the hospital. While a shorter limit 
might be sufficient for the protection of 

ersons in good health, the Board of 

ealth had taken into consideration 
the fact that the sick are particularly 
Susceptible to annoyances such as 
would arise from oil-boring. 

Two of the sisters of the hospital 
Were present, and they cited specific 
occasions when they had been annoyed 
Dy the noise and odors from wells 
Dored near the hospital. 

An imaginative oilman sought to 
gmake an impression upon the Fire 
Commissioners by an argument drawn 
from his own experience. He said 
that he came to the city three years 
@g0 an invalid, and the odors from the 
ot wells had not only restored his 
Realth, but also given him a new and 
abundant crop of hair.

WILL NOT RUN, 


School Director Kubach not a Can- 
didate for Re-election. 

It has been known for some days 
that Cc. J. Kubach, the recently-ap- 
pointed. school director from the Sev- 
enth Ward, would probably refuse to 
be a candidate for the office in the spe- 
cial election which is to be held on .Feb- 
ruary 10. Mr. Kubach was appointed by 
the Council to fill the place temporarily, 
pending.the election of a school direc- 
tor by the voters of the ward, but it 
was expected that he would be the Re- 
publican candidate in the election. 
Shortly after receiving his appointmert 
he expressed an unwillingness to enter 
the contest at the special election. He 
was strongly urged to be a ce@endidate 
but has finally refused to do so.

MRS. CREEDE TESTIFIES. 


TELLS THE STORY OF HER MATRI- 
MONIAL INFELICITIES, 


Certified Copies of the Proceedings 
in Three of Her Several Divorce 
Cass .Offered in Evidence—John 
Woodruff Convicted in Place of 
His Brother. 


The contest over the will of Nicholas 
C. Creede was resumed yesterday 
f morning before Judge Clark in Depart- 
ment Two of the Superior Court. Ac- 
cording to the ruling of the court on 
the previous day, the contestants will 
be compelled, first, to prove the mar- 
riage between Mr. and Mrs. Creede, 
and then to show that the document in 
which Mrs. Creede signed over all 
rights and future claims to the estate 
was invalid at the time that it - was 
executed. 

Considerable time was taken up in 
the morning by the contestants, who 
offered as exhibits certified copies of 
the proceedings in divorce suits be- 
tween Mrs. Creede and three of her 
busbands. The introduction of this 
evidence was objected to on the part of 
the proponents for the will on several 
grounds, but was ruled admissible by 
the court. 

The complaint in the divorce suit 
with Mrs. Creede’s first husband, which 
action was entitled George Vandever 
vs. Nancy L. Vandever, was read by 
Mr. Gage. In his complaint the plain- 
tiff charged adultery on the part of his 
wife and alleged that she was an in- 
mate of a public house of prostitution 
at the time the action for divorce was 
brought. 

Miss Ida Bloom, who was employed 
in the Creede household as a domestic 
for several years, was the only witness 
examined in the morning. She was 
rather reluctant on the stand and most 
of her testimony was drawn out in re- 
sponse to direct questioning. A sum- 
mary of her evidence is as follows: 

She first met Mr. Creede and Mrs. 
Creede, who then went by the name of 
Lou Patterson, at the Creede mining 
camp in Colorado in 1892. ° They were 
then living together as husband and 
wife. The witness was employed by 
them as a cook. She was with them at 
Creede for six months and remained 
with them when they moved to Pueblo, 
where they lived a year. When Mr. 
Creede and Lou.Patterson went to Las 
Vegas, N. M., to get married Ida 
Bioom was taken along. 

She afterward came with the couple 
to this city when they moved here after 
their wedding, and lived with them 
seven months in their Pearl-street 
home. She was familiar with Mrs. 
Creede’s habit of using morphine, and 
knew that the woman took the drug al- 
mogt constantly. 

“Did she ever imagine things that 
were not true?” asked Mr. Finlayson, 
‘Who is representing the interests of 
the contestants. 


“Yes,” replied the witness, “she used | 


to think that men were peeping tin at 
the windows and would send me out to 
look for them. Often she would get 
up at midnight and strike a light and 
begin sweeping the floors.. At other 
times she would rise from her bed and 
begin scrubbing the porches.”’

ants sought to prove by her testimony 
that she and Creede were co-partners 
in the discovery of the mine which was 
the source of Creede’s wealth, and that 
undue initluence was used upon her at 
the time she signed away her rights of 
interest in the valuable estate for the 
sum of $20,000. From the trend which 
the case has thus far taken it is evi- 
dent thatthe principal fight will hinge 
on these two propositions. 

The witness gave a detailed account 
of the discovery of the amethyst mine 
around which the Creede mining camp 
afterward grew up. She stated that she 
first met Creede at Del Norte, Colo. 
in 1891. They started off on a pros- 
pecting trip, accompanied by Mrs. 
Creede's nephew, Sherman Phifer, and 
traveled through the Indian Territory. 
There was a verbal agreement between 
the three before leaving that they were 
to be equal sharers in the proceeds of 
eny discovery which they might make. 
This venture proved an unsuccessful 
one, but Creede and the witness, who 
then went by the name of Lou Patter- 
son, decided to continue the search into 
Colorado. Phifer dropped out on ac- 
count of ill health. The agreement be- 
tween the pair of prospectors still held 
that they two should share equally in 
the proceeds of their discoveries. They 
wandered to the place where the Creede 
camp is now situated. Creede became 
disheartened’ and was for returning 
home. He was persuaded to remain 
three days longer, however, by Mrs. ’ 
Creede, who removed the loads herself 
from the burros which he had packed 
up preparatory to leaving. During the 
next three days the Amethyst mine was. 
discovered. 

The Amethyst proved wonderfully 
rich, producing $1100 worth of gold a 
day. Mrs. Creede frequently reminded: 
her partner that he had not remitted 
any share of the proceeds to her. He 
had, however, proposed marriage and 
when the matter of an accounting was 
mentioned to him, he would say that it 
was not necessary to keep a separate 
accourt if they. were to become husband 
and wife. : 

“IT didn’t want to marry him,” the 
Witness satd, “but would rather heve 
taken my money and gone off to my- 
self. He said one day that unless I 
married him I would not get my share 
of the money. I told him then that if 
nothing else would do I guessed we'd 
have to have it that way, and we were 
married.”’ 

The witness was questioned in refer- 
ence to her habit cf using morphine, the 
object being to show that she was nien- 
tally weak from its effects at the time 
that she executed the agreement to re- 
linquish her rights to the property. She 
stated that she had been addicted to 
the use of the drug since 1876. She was 
hooked hy a cow in that year and mor- 
phine was administered by her phy- 
sician, until she became accustomed to 
its use. For years she has been in 
the habit of taking from twelve to six- 
teen grains of morphine a day. 

Mrs. Creede stated that her husband 
was also addicted to the use of mor- 
Phine. In 1894 he tried to break off 
the habit and began taking the drug in 
the form of tablets. He said that he 
could get along with less of it in that 
way and eivised his wife to try the 
same plan. He gave her a botile, con- 
taining the tablets, which she did not 
use. 

“Why did you not use them?’ asked 
Mr. Finlayson. 


“Beeause I was afraid there might be 4 


something else in them,’’ replied Mrs. 
Creede. 

“You thought that he might attempt 
to poison you, aid you?” 

“Yes, I thought that he might,” was 
the response. 

Mrs. Creede next related the discov- 
ery of the illicit relations existing be- 
tween her husband and the _ nurse 
girl, Maggie Kearney. She said that 
the girl was employed to take care of 
little Dorothv Creede, and came to 
live in the household about six months 
before she left her husband. Shortly 
after Miss Kearney’s arrival, she be2- 
gan to hear of the extraordinary con- 
duct of Mr. Creede toward the nurse. 
“I knew that he was with Moa.ggie for 


a long time,’ she said, “and I not 
only heard of their actions, but I 
caught them hugging and kissing. 


After I knew about their doings, I 
asked Mr. Creede -if we could not get 
along a little better and he replied 
that the best way was to quit entirely, 
and asked me how much money I 
would take to get out. I said that I 
would not leave my home and hm 
too, for anything on earth. He asked 
me if I would go fo $20,000, and I 
replied that I would not. He then said 
to me, ‘There are lots of other weys 
of getting rid of people who don’t 
Want to go.’ 


“I thought that perhaps if I went | 


he would soon get tired of Maggie 
and want me back, and I decided to 
go. He brought me the agreement to 
sign and said that he*would give me 
$20,000 now and some more money later. 
His lawyer, Mr. Jones, advised me to 
sign the paper and told me that I 
could not get any more money if I 
went to law about it, and I signed it. 
I received a check for $20,000, which 
ee A few days later I left the 
city.”’ 

Mr. Gage then took the witness for 
cross-examination. He began ques- 
tioning her in regard to her marriage 
with her first husband, George Van- 
dever. 

“In what year were you married to 
Vandever?” he asked. 

“It was in °58 or ’59, I think.” re- 
plied the witness. “I’m not certain 
though. That’s too fur back fur me 
to remember, unless I see it wrote 
down.”’ 

“Then a little thing like a matri- 
monial venture doesn’t make a very 
lasting impression upon your m'‘nd?” 
queried Mr. Gage. 

“Well, where there are so many of 
them you're liable to ferget one,” 
snapped the witness. 

“How did you come to go under the 
name of Lou Patterson at the time 
that you started out on the mining 
venture with Creede? You have not 
mentioned that name in enumerating 
the list of your husbands,” continued 
the attorney. 

“That happened this way,” answered 
Mrs. Creede. “One night at! Perducio, 
Ky., a fellow was going to taka a 
girl by the name of Lou Patterson to 
a mask ball, but she took sick mnd 
sent me her mask and her fellow took 
me. He got‘into a fight and was ar- 
rested, and always after that people 
around there called me Lou Patterson 
and the nickname stuck to me.” 

Mr. Gage showed the witness five 
checks marked ‘paid’ aggregating 
$18,000, drawn by N. C. Creede in favor 
of Louisa Creede at various dates he- 
tween October, 1893, and December, 
1896, and asked her to identifv them. 
She was reluctant to acknowledges two 
of the checks, one for $6000 and one 
for $2500, but finally conceded that the 
In addition 
to these checks, the one drawn for 
$20,000 which Mrs. Creede received nt. 
the time that she signed the aeree- 
ment which she is now attempting to 
have declared invalid, was preduced. 
The purpose in having these chgcks 
identified was not stated. 

When the checks were first shown 
to Mrs. Creede, she glanced at them 
disdainfully and sneered, “I knowed

| THE WRONG MAN. 

Case of Twins Starts John Woad- 

ruff to Prison. 

A jury in Department One of the Su- 
perior Court, Judge Smith presiding, 
found John Woodruff guilty of em- 
bezzlement yesterday afternoon and 
the court fixed Saturday morning next 
as the time for passing sentence. 

In less than fifteen minutes after the 
verdict had been rendered, Asst. Dist.- 
Atty. Williams, who prosecuted John 
Woodruff, was convinced that he had 
been prosecuting and that the jury had 
convicted the wrong man. 

The real culprit was a twin brother 
of John Woodruff, one Sam Woodruff, 
and it was he who should have been 
convicted. 

On July 9, 1897, a man called at the 
livery stable of I. L. Fetterman & Son 
rat Long Beach and hired a double 
team and a spring wagon. He drave 
the rig to this city and sold it. 

When arrested and placed on trial, 
John Woodruff attempted to establish 
an alibi, It is understood that he and 
his brother-in-law knew that Sam 
Woodruff was the culprit, but, as is 
evident, if John could succeed in prov- 
ing an alibi, Sam, his twin brother, 
would stand a good show of never be- 
ing prosecuted, and hence, knowing his 
innocence and almost sure of his proof 
of it, John Woodruff took his brother's 
place in the dock. 

Thero is an old adage thiat ‘““Nobody 
knows what a jury will do,” and John 
Woodruff certainly realizes its truth. 
They refused to believe his alibi, con- 
victed him -and he was. suddenly 
brought face to face with the door ofa 
felon’s coll. Then it was that the 
brother-in-law came to the front. He 
went io Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams and 
told him the truth, namely that Sam, 
not John, Woodruff had hired the 
team 2nd. sold it. He went on to say 
that the boys looked so much alike that 
a stranger would never distinguish be- 
tween them, and he tacitly admitted 
that Joh, relying upon his innocence 
and ability to prove an alibi, had suf- 
fered imprisonment and had stood a. 
trial in the hope of saving both himself 
and his twin brother. But the scheme, 


-as stated, failed. 


Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams at once 
had a warrant issued for Saen Wood- 
ruff’s arrest, and the officers are hunt- 
ing for bim. If he is caught and the 
evidence against him is conclusive, 
John Woodruff may be reloased, but at 
present he will remain in jail, awaiting 
sentence, until the “man who looks like 
him’’ is in custody. 

The plan to allow John Woodruff to 


‘be tried in place of his brother ond be 


acquitted may result in the presenta- 
tion of other charges against the par- 
ticipants in the fraud. At any rate 
the Sheriff has a convicted man in jail 
and he is likely to hold him until some 
other man is convicted in his place.

cording to his own story. He was sud- 
denly stricken blind and, being an of- 
ficer in good standing, was entitled, he 
claims, to retirement on half pay, 
which would be $40 per month. This 
the Police Commissioners refused to 
give him for almost two years, he 
says. Bates was retired in February, 
1895, and in September, 1897, sued his 
wife for a divorce. She filed a cross 
complaint, and as each alleged deser~ 
tion, Bates says he stepped aside and 
allowed her to get a divorce by default. 

But in getting the divorce the court, 
it seems, awarded Mrs. Bates $20 a 
month alimony and taxed Mr. Bates 
with $50 as fees for her counsél, A. G. 
Hinckley. 

The Police Commissioners took care 
of the alimony part, dividing Bates’s 
$40 per month pension equally between 
himself and his divorced wife. The 
lawyer waen't paid and hence brought 
the matter to the notice of the court, 
who adjudged Bates in contempt for 
failing to obey the orders given. 

Bates was released on $100 bonds 
pending a hearing at 10 o’clock this 
morning. He says he is “utterly una- 
ble to pay’ the attorney’s fee and also 
says that his wife, who takes $20 a 
month from him while he is blind, is 
a prosperous lodging-house keeper and 
he alleges that she does not need the 
money.

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COATS THAT NEVER CAME 


POLICE NO PROTECTION 
FROM COLD AND RAIN, 


Macintoshes Ordered for Them Last 
October Have not Been Deliv- 
ered, and the Coppers are Con- 
sequently Shivering on Their 
Beats. 


Some policemen may not know 
enough to stand from under when it 
rains, but the average Los Angeles 
copper insists on having an _  over- 
coat when he is compelled to stay out 
in the wet. That is why the average 
Los Angeles policeman, as well as 
some who are above or below the aver- 
age, is kicking just now and asking 
who is to blame for his having no 
rain coat. 

When the present Police Commission 
came into power much was said about 
improving the appearance of the 
force. Strict uniformity in the garb 
of the guardians of the public peace 
was insisted upon. New suits and 
helmets were ordered and there was a 
general furbishing up of the accoutre- 
ments of the city’s finest. 

One of the commissioners visited 
San Francisco away last summer and 
was favorably impressed with the 
macintoshes worn by the police of 
the Bay City during wet weather. 
Upon his return he recommended that 
the same style and quality of storm 
coats be worn by the policemen of tpis 
city. Agitation of the matter was be- 
gun last August, and in October the 
commission ordered the men te pro- 
vide themselves with rain coats after 
the pattern adopted by the board. No 
other kind would do. They had to be 
uniform, and every officer had to get 
one of the prescribed pattern, whether 
he was already provided with a good 
waterproof coat or not. 

The firm of Henry Klein & Co. of 
South Main street offered to furnish 
the coats at $10.50 apiece. The offi- 
cers, pursuant to orders, had their 
m@sures taken, and about November 
1, Klein & Co. forwarded the order to 
the Conant Rubber Company of Bos- 
ton, where the coats were to be made. 
The Conant Rubber Company acknowl- 
edged receipt of the order by mail 
November 6, but stated that it would 
take about thirty days to get the coats 
ready. This was postponing the re- 
ceipt of the coats until rather late in 
the season, but was deemed satisfac- 
tory under the circumstances. 

Some of the men who had good 
storm coats sold them before the wet 
season set in in anticipation of getting 


the new ones in time for service. But 
weeks rolled around, and the new 
mackintoshes did not come. Klein & 


Co. telegraphed and wrote to the Bos- 
ton house repeatedly, but got no an- 
swer till December 22, when the 
Conant Rubber Company replied that 
the works were closed down for the 
holidays, and the coats could not be 
shipped till work was resumed. 

Chief of Police Glass then tele- 
graphed to the Boston concern that 
those coats would have to be deliv- 
ered before January 10 to be of service 
this season. To this the Boston firm 
replied by letter under date of De- 
cember 31, inquiring whether his tele- 
gram was to be construed that the 
order for the coats would be  can- 
celled if they were not delivered 
promptly. Chief Glass replied by wire 
January 4, that that was about the 
substance of it. Since then nothing 
has been heard from the Conant Rub- 
ber Company. 

Meantime the men are without win- 
ter overcoats at the time they most 
need them. Chief of Police Glass has 
prepared a scorching letter to forward 
to the Boston firm that has made such 
a poor bid for California patronage. 
The Chief says in his letter that he 
thinks Klein & Co. have acted in good 
faith in the matter and have good 
grounds for damages. 

Mr. Klein intends to start Fast next 
Sunday and says he will institute pro- 
ceedings against the Conant Rubber 
Company before his return. 

Mayor Snyder stated last night that 
it was a very unfortunate affair and 
had worked a hardship on the mem- 
bers of the force. He thought Mr. 
Klein had done the best he could to 
carry out his agreement, but he doubted 
whether ‘the could recover any dam- 
ages. The Police Commissioners had no 
written contract with Klein & Co., nor 
they with the Conant Rubber Com- 
pany. It was simply a case of failure 
on the part of one house to fill an order 
for goods. 

While the question of responsibility 
for delay in providing the men with 
rain coats is under discussion, the men 
are shivering on their beats and won- 
dering whom they are to look to for 
damages, as they are the persons who 
have been put to the most inconveni- 
ence: They are also wondering whether 
they shall go without uniform ratn- 
coats the rest of the season and whether 
any old coat will do to wear these cold, 
damp nights, in lieu of the mackin- 
toshes that never came.

The Proprietor of a Lodging-housce 
Pursues a Midnight Marauder. 
Shortly before 12 o'clock last night 
W. H. Woodham, proprietor of the 
Woodlawn iodging-house at No. 241 
South Main street, was startled by 
some one trying his door. Being un- 
able to gain an entrance, the man then 
tried several other’ doors, and was 
making a circuit of the hall when 
Woodham - began an_ investigation.

A MORSEL FOR GHOULS. 


MORBID MOB HUNGERING TO SEE 
DURRANT’S BODY. 


Remains of the Murderer Arrive 
from San Francisco to Be Cre- 
mated—No One Permitted to 
Look at the Corpse. 


The body of. W. H. T. Durrant ar- 
rived from San Francisco a little after 
2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. A mob 
of several hundred people, filled with 
morbid curiosity, surged around the 
Arcade Depot to see the coffin trans- 
ferred from the train to Kregelo & 
Bresee’s dead wagon. The depot po- 
lice kept them at a distance but could 
not prevent the camera fiend from get- 
ting in his work. 

Mr. and Mrs. Durrant, the parents of 
the dead murderer, who accompanied 
the remains from San _ Francisco, 
avoided the annoyance of the ill- 
mannered crowd by leaving the train 
at River Station and being driven di- 
rectly to Kregelo & Bresee’s funeral 
parlors, where they arrived in advance 
of the remains. 

The dead wagon, im charge of P. H. 
Bresee and H. O. Arnold, left the Ar- 
cade Depot as soon as the casket con- 
taining the body of the dead murderer 
was taken on, and drew up at the 
Sixth-street entrace of Kregelo & Bre- 
see’s morgue ten minutes later. Here 
another morbid crowd was assembled 
and could with difficulty be kept back 
by several police offcers. One old man 
tottering under the weight of many 
years pushed his way through the 
crowd and touched the casket as it 
was being borne into the undertaking 
rooms. Then he ambled away chuck- 
ling with ghoulish satisfaction at hav- 
ing succeeded in getting so near the ob- 
ject of his curfosity. 

During the whole afternoon and 
evening the undertaking rooms were 
besieged with cranks of both sexes and 
all ages and conditions, begging per- 
mission to see the corpse or gaping 
open-mouthed at all who entered or 
left the place. Although not allowed 
to congregate in front of the morgue 
in any considerable numbers, the mor- 
bid mob haunted the neighborhood like 
a tack of hungry ghouls till late in the 
evening. 

At Mrs. Durrant’s request the 
casket was opened, after being car- 
ried into the building, so that’ the 
body could be. rearranged, but no one, 
save the friends and attendants at 
the morgue, was permitted ta gaze 
on the face of the dead man. 

To make sure that the remains 
would be safe, two special polilcemen— 
Officers Sawyer and Gorman—were en- 
gaged to stand guard throughout .the 
night. Mrs. Durrant at first insisted 
on sitting up with the corpse all 
night, herself, but was persuaded to 
take a room at a neighboring lodging- 
house to get some rest. Mr. Durrant, 
however, spent the night at the 
morgue, the bed of one of the night 
attendants being offered him. A man 
named Hubbard from Santa Monica, 
who has befriended the parents of 
Durrant and accompanied them from 
San Francisco, also waked at the side 
of the corpse. Nothing occurred up 
to the time of going to press to alarm 
the watchers. 

About 8 o'clock this morning, the 
body will be reloaded into the dead 
wagon and will then be taken to the 
crematory in Pasadena, where the 
oven is being heated to consume the 
mortal remains of William Henry 
Theodore Durrant. | 


BEHIND THE PURDAH, INDIA. 


véil of Dignity Which Shuts 
Women from the World. 


[London Quiver:] An Englishman, 
bent on mastering the mysteries of 
their code of worship, attended Hindoo 
debates where the orthodox and the 
advanced school met together in dis- 
cussion. “Can you tell me?” he in- 
quired, at last, confused by the argu- 
ments and. counter-arguments tossed 
like shuttlecocks from one to another, 
“of one single article of your creed 
which you all hold in common?” 

“We all believe,’ one of them replied, 
“in the sanctity of a cow and in the 
depravity of a woman,” 

As a rule they act up to this article 
of belief, or rather they live down to 
it. Yet, once upon a time, even in In- 
dia, there seems to have been a golden 
age for women. Their present social 
condition is traced to the Mohamme- 
dan invasion. The country was har- 
assed by irruptions of Arabs and 
Persians from the year 1000 until it was 
conquered by Sultan Baber in 1525. The 
Moslems brought with them not only 
ravage and bloodshed, but many evils 
hitherto unknown in the country. The 
Hindoo homes were robhed of their 
women and girls to fill the harems, or 
zenanas, as they were called in India, 
and the Hindoos shut up their wives 
and daughters in order to _ protect 
them. Only the higher castes could 
do this effectually. Stern necessity re- 
quired that ‘the poorer girls and wo- 
men should work, and it offers degrees 
of liberty on a descending scale. The 
higher the caste the more complete the 
seclusion. 

It is computed that at least 5,000,000 
girls and women live behind the pur- 
dah, or curtain, metaphorically a vel] 
of dignity, which shuts them off trom 
the outer world. It isnot from want of 
natural humanity that a zenana is the 
darkest part of the house and farthest 
away from the entrance into the street, 
A Hindoo -is very religious; it is said 
that he even “sins religiously.” His 
sacred book tells him that a woman 
must be protected; that she must not 
be allowed to look out of a window 
into the streets; that no man, except a 
near relation must look on her face, 
and, if she offend, she may be corrected 
by “a rope, a whip or a cane,”

CHARGES READILY EXPLAINED. 


EVEN THE BANK TRANSACTION 
NOT A TECHNICAL OFFENSE. 


Webb’s Nexative Defense Nearly 
Concluded—He Brazenly Assumes 
That His Innocence Has 
Been Established. 


The hearing of the case of Walter L. 
Webb on the charge of extortion be- 
fore the Board of Education last night 


“was varied by an umwarranted attack 


& 


upon Chairman Davis and Director 
Braly of the board by Director Webb, 
through his attorneys. 

Both attacks fell flat. Both accusa- 
tions were explained and the explana- 
tions, made by teachers umder oath, 
redounded to the credit of the gentle- 
men attacked. 

The attack upon Chairman Davis was 
made through Miss C. M. Blanford, a 
teacher in the Amelia-street school. 
She was asked if she had any busi- 
ness relations with any member of the 
board. She readily said that she.had, 
and with equal readiness announced 
that she held the note of Chairman 
Davis for $200. But, in explanation, 
she stated that she and her mother had 
known Mr. Davis since 1888. He had 
been their attorney. Away back in 
1888 the mother of Miss Blanford had 
placed the sum of $200 im Mr. Davis's 
hands and asked him to invest it for 
her. The witness swore that at a later 
date her mother had placed additiomal 
money in Mr. Davis’s hands for invest- 
ment. This was in 1892, long before 
Mr. Davis became a member of the 
school board. It was understood by 
mother and daughter that they could 
get all or any part of their money 
whenever they wanted it, but for rea- 
gons of their own they desired that the 
fact. that they had any money om de- 
posit with Mr. Davis be kept a secret. 
He, as theii attorney, obeyed them. 

On July 1, 1897, Miss Blanford swears 
that Mr. Davis notified herself and 
mother that the note given in 1888 was 
outlawed amd, at his suggestion, a new 
note was made, this time payable to 
the daughter, covering all the money 
her mother had deposited in Mr. 
Davis’s hands, as her attorney, for in- 
vestment. The witness stated that she 
and her mother had drawm the interest 
and part of the principal in Mr. Davis’s 
hands at various times, and that the 
transfer of the money to her when tho 
last note was givem was a matter 
solely between her mother and herself. 
Witness also said that Mr. Davis had 
told her she could heve all or any part 
of the money last transferred and de- 
posited with him at any time she de- 
sired it, but for reasons of her owa 
she preferred he should keep it. ‘At 
all times,’’ said the witness, ““Mr. Davis 
had acted as a friend, and only that. 
He knew why it was necessary for him 
to keep the money, and did so, paying 
us either primcipal or interest as I or 
my mother asked for it. All the busi- 
ness was done years before Mr. Davis 
became a member of the school board, 
and he has acted only as the attorney 
and as a good friend of myself and my 
mother.”’ 

All these facts were known to Mr. 
Webb's attorneys before they were 
bought out last night, and it was only 
a desire to serve his clients that led 
Mr. Davis to make the facts known. 
At the time the facts were made 
known to Webb’s attorneys the reason 
for Mr. Davis’s action in the matter 
was explained, and it was apparently 
to subserve no good purpose that the 
matter was dragged into the investi- 
gation last night. 

During the whole of Miss Blanford’s 
examination Director Conrey, at Pres- 
ident Davis’s request, occupied the 
chair and the latter never asked a 
question or made an objection. 

The attack upon Director Braly was 
made through Miss L. A. Duncan, one 
of the teachers. She was also asked if 
she had had any business relations 
with any members of the board. 

“Not directly,” she answered, and 
then frankly added, “I had one of my 
Warrants cashed at the Southern Cali- 
fornia Bank, of which Mr. Braly is 
president.’”’ 

Here was a lead. Mr. Oliver, with 
a section of the code before his mind’s 
eye, wanted to know if Mr. Braly 
cashed it, and was told no. Then the 
witness explained. 

She had known Mr. Braly for years. 

e used to go to school to her, and 
when she found her November warrant 
could not be paid at the County Treas- 
ury, she spoke to him about it. He 
told that as a matter of accommoda- 
tion he would allow the bank to cash 
the warrants, but that he would have 
to make a discount to cover the inter- 
est at 1 per cent. on the amount until 
it was due. A bank did business in 
only one .way. Witness then went to 
the County. Treasurer’s office and as- 
certained when the money to pay the 
warrant would be on hand, and was 
told January, 1898. On her way back 


she stopped at the First National Bank. 


and was told that the discount would 
be 90 cents. As the discount of the 
other bank, Mr. Braly’s, was only 70 
cents, she thought it was worth walk- 
ing a block to save the 20 cents, and

A TRUMPED-UP CHARGE. 


Webb’s Baseless Accusation Against 
School Director Braly. 

When . Walter. Webb preferred 
charges before the Board of Educa- 
tion last Tuesday evening against his 
colleague, J. H. Braly, he remarked 
with cool effrontery, “I trust Mr. Braly 
will be able to clear himself as easily 
as I have done.” 

The sincerity of this wish may well 
be questioned, but that Mr. Braly is 
guiltless of even a technical viola- 
tion of law was apparent almost as 
soon as the charge had been read. 
The charge against Walter Webb is 
one of extortion and blackmail, and 
he has not yet been acquitted by the 
The. accusation 
preferred against Mr. Braly, even if 
it were true, would not involve any 
moral turpitude whatsoever. 

Webb’s indictment of Mr. Braly re- 
cited that “during the examination by 
this board of the charges against Wal- 
ter L. Webb, it has been stated in cer- 
tain affidavits on file, and in the San 
Francisco Call of January 4, 1898, 
that J. H. Braly, the present elected, 
qualified and acting representativs of 
the Fifth Ward, upon the Board of 
Education of the city of Los Angi les, 
had, while acting as such represen- 
tative of said ward, at different dates 
during the year 1897, received a bene- 
fit by cashing, through the Savings 
Bank of Southern California, @ cor- 
poration, of which he is president, cer- 
tain teachers’ and other warrants.” 

After enumerating several warrants 
that were cashed by the bank, the reso- 
lution proceeded: 

“Said acts are in violation of the 
laws of the State of California, and 
particularly of section 923 of the Politi- 
cal Code and section 71 of the Penal 
Code, as follows: 

“ ‘Section 923, Political Code—The 
State Treasurer and Controller, the 
several county, city or town officers of 
this State, their deputies and clerks, 
are prohibited from purchasing or 
selling, or in. any mamner receiving to 
their own use or benefit of any person 
or persons whateyer, any State, county 
or’ city warramts, script, orders, de- 
mands, claims or other evidence of in- 
debtedness against the State or any 
county or city thereof, except evidences 
of indebtedness issued to or held by 
them for services rendered as such off- 
cer, deputy or clerk, and evidenees of 
the funded indebtedness of such State, 
city, town or corporation.’ 

‘Sec. 71, Penal Code—Every officer 
or person prohibited by the laws of 
this State from making or being in- 
terested in contracts, or from becoming 
a vendor or purchaser at sales, or from 
purchasing script, or other evidences 
of indebtedness, who violates any of 


jhe provisicns of such laws, is punish- 


able by a fine of not more than $1000, 
or by imprisonment in the State prison 
not more than five years, amd is for- 
ever disqualified from holding any 
office of the State.’”’ 

The resolution concluded with. the 
declaration that it was the duty ofthe 
board to investigate these charges 
against Mr. Braly. 

In a frank and dignified statement 
Mr. Braly at once replied that while 
it was true that the bank of which he 
is president had on several occasions 
cashed warrants as a matter of accom- 
modation, he had never personally en- 
gaged in any such transaction. The 
evidence before the board entirely cor- 
roborated this statement. 

Section 923 of the Political Code, cited 
in the resolution, undoubtedly makes it 
illegal for a school director to pur- 
chase or sell city warrants. But the 
proposition that he becomes a criminal 
because a corporation, of which he is 
an officer or stockholder, deals in war- 
rants, is the grossest absurdity. This 
view was unhesitatingly expressed 
yesterday by a number of prominent 
attorneys who were questioned con- 
cerning the matter. 

That this is the only reasonable in- 
terpretation of the law is readily dem- 
onstrated by following to its logical 
conclusion the position insisted upon 
by Webb. According to the view em- 
bodied in his resolution, it would be 
possible for a man to become’ a felon, 
meriting imprisonment in  State’s 
prison, even though guiltless of the 
slightest criminal intent and ignorant 
of having violated the law in the 
slightest particular. An _ illustration 
would be afforded by the case of a city 
official who is at the same time a 
stockholder ina bank. He would nat- 
urally be entirely ignorant of the ordi- 
nary details ofthe bank’s business, 
yet if the bank should purchase or sel] 
a single warrant, he would become, ac- 
cording to the Webb theory, a crim- 
inal, punishable “‘by a fine of not more 
than $1000 or by imprisonment in the 
State prison not more than five years.” 

The utter folly of such a construc- 
tion of the law needs no comment. 

The true @€nimus of Webb's attack is 
sufficiently apparent. It is a last des- 
perate attempt to overthrow the bet- 
ter element in the Board of Education 
and to discredit one of the members 
who have been active in exposing the 
rottenness that existed under the rule 
of the Solid Six.

As fish have eyes 
so formed that they cannot endure the 
light in’a glass vessel they are in an 
entirely wrong place, as evident from 
the way in which they dash about, and 
go round and round until fairly worn 
out, 

On several South African farms ex- 
periments have been tried with zebras. 
They become as tame as ponies, and 
are readily broken in for draught work. 
The object of the tamers has been to 
breed a mule which, like the zebra, is 
proof against the tsetse fly. The 
zebras will run well enough in a mule 
team, though they cannot stand over- 
driving. 

A few days ago one of the visitors 
to the Moscow zoological .. gardens, 
standing in front of.a monkéy’s cage, 
took out a@ penknife, and, opening it, 
proceeded to pass the blade backward 
and forward across-his throat. Hav- 
ing repeated this action several times, 
he threw his knife into the cage, A 
few minutes later the monkey was 
was found with his throat cut. 

The bite of a tarantula is said by 
modern observers to be by no means so 
deadly as has been universally be- 
lieved, hardly exceeding in severity 
that of a common wasp. Various kinds 
of large spiders and lizards have been 
called tarantulas by English-speaking 
people, but the originally dreaded in- 
sect came from Barbary and Apulia 
and was especially common in Taranta, 
whence its name. . 

[Russellville Ledger:] J. W. Stuart, 
who owns the old Gold Dust farm in 
Muhlenberg county, found a colony of 
worms, supposed to be a species of 
caterpillar, traveling snake form. He 
Says that he first thought it a snake, 
but after close examination he found 
that the moving mass was hundreds 
of worms, forming a complete snake, 
head, tail and body. This is a@ strange 
and truthful report. Mr. Stuart and 
his son Frank, who are the best of au- 
thorities, will make affidavit to it. 

Starfishes are the oysters worst ene- 
my. Other animals the young oysters 
have to guard against are crabs and 
boring snails. They are also in danger 
of being stifled by mud. In Pacific 
waters stringrays are the most dreaded 
foes. The little crab that lives in the 
shell of the oyster has always excited 
much interest. It is found in about 
5 per cent. of the bivalves. It is a 
sort of parasite of the oyster, whose 
shell protects ft and whose food sup- 
ports it. 

Birds have all sorts of queer adven- 
tures, but perhaps what was the od- 
dest one of recent 'days is that which 
befell a sparrow at Anderson, Ind. It 
flew.into a knife and bar manufactory, 
and, getting too near a@ small wheel, 
was sucked in. The workmen noticed 
it go into the wheel, but knowing that 
the cylinder was revolving at a speed 
of 130 revolutions a minute, took it for 


granted that the bird had been killed. | 


When the factory shut down at noon 
the men were astonished to hear a gen- 
tle chirp from the wheel, and lo, there 
was the sparrow as well as ever. They 
found that the bird had clung to the 
strengthening rod of the wheel and 
was in a semi-dazed condition. They 
picked him up and put him ona table, 
and thence, after collecting his wits, 
the little bird flew to freedom. The 
wheel in which the bird rode made 
31,000 revolutions while it was upon it, 
and so the tiny feathered creature 
traveled seventy-three and eight- 
tenth miles. 


BREDING HARES FOR MARKET. 


The Belgian Variety Said to Be of 
Fine Quality and Mature Quick, 
A correspondent of the Rural Press, 

J. W. Forgeus, writes to that journal 

as follows of the Belgian hares: “I 

have for some time been watching 

these animals, and I am now satisfied 
that there is nothing that will make 
as cheap and satisfactory meat. It 
does not require one-quarter as much 
money to raise a Belgian hare to table 
size as it does a duck, and they come 
very near taking care of themselves. 

The flesh is white and very juicy and 

sweet. A house 8x12 will do for four or 

five does; this means twenty-five or 
thirty young hares every eight weeks. 

Good hay and green barley, alfalfa, 

beets, carrots of almost any kind of 

vegetables will make their living. I 

think a hare can be raised to ten weeks 

of age for 10 cents or less and at that 
age they will make a dish that is hard 
to equal. Every farmer’s boy could 
find pleasure and ,profit in Belgian 
hares,”’ .

HARMON BATTERY CASE. 


Sequel to a Spcecd Trial on a Public 
Highway. 

Dr. John Harman, 
slashed two young men named Berg 
and Bradley, across the face with a 
buggy whip about a month ago, while 
driving on Buena Vista street, 
tried for battery in Justice Morrison's 
court yesterday. 

Bradley and Berg testified that they 
overtook Harmon on the road and 
passed him at rapid speed, which 
seemed to enrage the doctor, who 
gatarted to race with them and event- 
ually succeeded in passing them, but 
as he did so he struck at them with 
his whip, hitting Bradley on the nose 
and inflicting a severe cut on Berg's 
cheek.

As 
he was in a hurry to get home and the 
young men pereisted in blocking § the 
way, he finally tried to pass them, but 
Bradley and Berg whipped up their 
horso at the same time, so that it was 
neck-and-neck race for several 
blocks. His horses were tired and he 
tried to urge them on with the whip, 
but in drawing back for a blow, the 
lash accidentally reached the faces of 
the young men. He called on Berg the 
next day to express his regret, because 
he understood the young man was to 
be married in a few days and he felt 
sorry that he had disfigured his face.

COMMBRCIAL. 


SUGAR. It is evident that the 
sugar refineries of the country are be- 
nning to realize that they are to 
Mave serious competition before long 
om the beet-sugar industry in this 
ountry. The Western Sugar Refinery 
has recognized the importance of the 
Southern California beet-sugar indus- 
try, by appointing a resident agent in 

s Angeles. It is likely that the 
beet-sugar industry will soon benefit 
the jobbers by inducing the refinery 
people to give them a living profit on 
®ugar. At present they merely act as 
distributing agents for the sugar trust, 
being allowed a very small percent- 
age, which scarcely pays for hand- 
ling the sugar, not to speak of the 
risk of loss in collections. It is not 
surprising that the jobbers declare 
they would rather not handle sugar at 
all, if they could avoid it. 


CALIFORNIA SEEDED RAISINS. 
The invention of machinery for seed- 
ing raisins has worked quite a revolu- 
tion in that industry. The demand for 
seeded raisins is steadily growing, and 
it is believed that before long all rais- 
ins will have to be seeded, in order to 
be salable at a fair price. The Califor- 
mia Fruit Grower publishes the follow- 
ing description of the seeding plant of 
the Fresno Home Packing Company: 

“Upon the raisins being received at 
the packing-house from the vineyards, 
they are first stemmed by machinery, 
Wsing one of the latest improved 
stemmers, which stems and grades 
into sizes at one and the same opera- 
tion, the larger-sized raisins being set 
@side for the seeder. These large rais- 
ims are then spread on trays of the di- 
mensions of two by three feet, and one 
thousand of these trays are placed in 
the hot-air dryer, where they remain 
for about six hours subjected to a con- 
tinuous current of hot air at a temper- 
ature of 110 deg. This process makes 
the small stems adhering to the raisins 
brittle, and thoroughly dries any for- 
eign substance which may be on the 
fruit. The dryer is then relieved of 
its charge and the raisins are trans- 
ferred to a cooling chamber, where a 
steady current of cold air is passed 
over the fruit until it is cooled and 
hardened. The raisins are then put 
through a recently-invented cleaning 
machine, where they are freed of every 
short stem and every particle of dust, 
thereby rendering them absolutely 
clean. 

“The fruit is then conveyed to an 
elevator, where a powerful steel fan 
making 2200 revolutions a minute cre- 
ates a current of air which drives the 
raisins to the third-story department. 
Here the raisins are passed through 
an additional machine for the purpose 
of bringing them back to their natural 
consistency. This done they are fed 
through wire screens by descending 
chutes to the second floor of the seed- 
ing department, where the _ actual 
work of seeding is performed. The 
seeding machines operated by. this 
company are under its own control by 
wirtue of an original invention, 
protected by United States letters pat- 
ent. The three machines, of a daily 
@apacity of ten tons each, occupy the 
gecond floor, and they separate the 
geeds from the raisins, the seed com- 
§ng out free of pulp, and with a mini- 
mum of laceration to the tender skin 
of the raisin. The seeds descend 
through one chute, being used for fuel, 
@nd the raisins descend through an- 
other to the lower floor, 
Grop into bins surrounded by 
packers who perform the work of fill- 
ng the one-pound cartons, weighing 
and packing same into thirty-six and 
fifty-pound cases.” 

* It is announced that the Fresno 
Hiome Packing Company has turned

Shares and Money,

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Today’s market for 
securities was much of the same character 
as yesterday's. The principal interest was 
centered in Union Pacific, and a number of 
its affiliated companies, and in Northern Pa- 
cific, which were the leading factors of 
strength, while en the other hand Sugar 
continued under a weight of depression, as 
was the case yesterday. A new feature of 
special strength was Chesapeake and Ohio, 
which advanced a point on heavy buying. 
Transactions were on a very large scale, 
and the heavy dealings of large operators, 
backed by the powerful interests, were man- 
ifest all through the market. These large 
operations attracted a considerable following, 
both among the smaller traders and from 
outside sources.

Leiter interests 
were fair buyers at 0%, and their example 
in this respect was followed by some of the 
small fry, the prjce, as a result, advancing 
to 91%. Rumors that the French duty on 
graiz was about to be reduced were persist- 
ently circulated at the opening, and helped 
the advance. Denials soon became sv unani- 
meus, however, that the crowd dropped the 
tariff reduction as a motive for the decline 
at Paris, and the market here eased off from 
that time. The receipts at western primary 
martets were 420,10 bushels against 239,000 
bushels, the corresponding day of the year 
before. Liverpool’s advance was only 4d per 
cental, and Paris opened from 5 centimes to 
15 centimes lower. LBcerbohm cabled that 
Argentine wheat sold at 33s 6d, and that 
cargoes of that wheat were being freely cf- 
fered. On the cther’ hand the Min- 
neapolis dispatches reiterated their con- 
stant theme of coming scarcity in that re- 
gion. The export clearances of wheat and 
fleur from the Atlantic ports amounted to 
445,009 bushels. Closing cables brought lower 
qucetations from continental markets, while 
Livervool closed about 4d lower fgr next 
crop futures, September showing 4d advance. 
is quoted flour for this month's delivery 
centimes lower, and for March-May, 15 
centimes higher, wheat 5 centimes lower for 
both immediate and remecte deliveries: Ant- 
werp, 25 centimes lower for Americen red and 
12% centimes lowgr for Walla Walla. The 
price of May fluctuated between 60% and 91 
fer the greater part of the session, and at 1 
o'clock was selling at 96%. In the last fiftcen 
minutes of the sessicn support had entirely 
disappeared and operators who had become 
‘“‘long’’ on the early French rumors had con- 
sideraple difficulty in unloading.

BOSTON, Jan. 12.—The American Wool and 
Cotton Reporter will say tomorrow: ‘The 
sales this week have fallen off nearly 57 per 
cent. from the previous week. Notwithstand- 
ing this fact, the market is possessed of more 
interesting features now than then. Though 
much less active, it is a broader market. 
Where a short time since a haif dozen gigan- 
tic mills were absorbing all attention by 
reason of their eagerness to pick up round 
amounts of staple territory, there is now a 
widespread inquiry from mills ef every class 
for wool of a great many different grades 
and better inquiry is highly indicative of an 
active market in a very short time. Territory 
wools, especially those having staple in them, 
have been inquired for, as having certain 
lines of fleece, pulled wools and greasy capes. 

Prices are fully as firm .as a week ago, 
and in some cases are more so, notably in 
Delaine wools. A large business is anticipated 
by everybody within a few wecks, and there 
is cons@quently every inducement to keep 
quotations at a high figure. The sales of the 
week amount to 2,226,000 pounds domestic and 
1,072,000 pounds foreign, as against a total 
of 7,670,000 for the previous weck.”’

He 
thought this pest was disseminated by prun- 
ing and by birds, and he thought fumigation 
was a more effective way of destroying the 
purple scale than a mere wash. Mfr. Hall, in 
following Mr. Copeland, said that a parasite 
for the purple scale had been found in the 
Hawaiian Islands, and he thought it would 
soon be imported to California. , 

A most interesting paper on ‘“‘Naming Coun- 
try Roads and Numbering Country Houses’ 
was read by Mr. Lake, and the plan proposed 
by the writre was so well though of that the 
convention passed.a resolution favoring it. 

Much eevee | matter was brought out 
in the ‘“‘Question Box.’’ Coal tar was recom- 
mended by Charles A. Willis to be applied to 
the trunks of trees for gum disease, but Mr. 
Copeland was of the opinion that fertilizers 
containing the most nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash would do the best work. 

In the afternoon session President Hall gave 
a lengthy report of the three-days’ session of 
the Farmers’ Clubs in Les Angeles, held Jan- 
uary 3 to 5, inclusive. At the conclusion of 
its reading, a hearty vote of thanks was ten- 
dered Mr. Hall. Following this, ‘‘The Frost- 
less Belt’’ was discussed, Capt. A. Keen lead- 
ing. The captain showed that from reports 
at hand from all over the country, the citrus 
fruits had not been injured during the recent 
cold snap, and he thought that the bay re- 
gion, at least, could properly be termed the 
frostless belt. In this connection, J. J. Jones 
advocated the making of a climatic map, 
showing the various sections that are free 
from frost.

Roosevelt on Monroe Doctrine and 


the Navy. 
[Roosevelt in Gumton’s Magazine: ] 
Either kimd of sentiment, either 


the belief that we can dare anybody 
to fight, without preparation, or the be- 
lief that we ought never to fight or 
adcpt a policy which might lead to 
fighting, is bad enough; but the result 
of a mixture of both is even worse; 
and it is this mixture in our foreign 
policy which offers a perpetual menace 
to our welfare and honor. If we build 
and maintain an adequate navy and 
let it be understood that, while we 
haven't the slightest intention to blus- 
ter or to commit any wrong, yet that 
we are perfectly ready afd willing to 
fight for our rights, then the chances 
of war will become infinitesimal, amd 
no power will dream of protesting 
against the Monroe doctrine If, on 


the other hand, we anmounce tn the be- 
ginning that we do not class oursel 
among the really great peoples who are 
Willing to fight for their greatness, that 
we intemd to remain defenseless, hop- 
ing thereby to escape the anger of any 
one, and that we shall of course refrain 
from pushing any policy, whether that 
embodied in the Moewroe doctrine or 
any other, if it can possibly be dis- 
tasteful to nations who actually will 
fight—why, under such circumstances 
we doubtless can remain at peace, al- 
though it will not be the kind of peace 
which tends to exalt the national 
name, or to make the individual cit{- 
zen self-respecting. But if together 
with a policy of refusing to fight at 
need we allow the policy of blustering 
self-aesertion to go hand tn hand, we 
may at any time find ourselves in a@ 
very awkward position. We asserted 
the Monroe doctrine as against Great 
Britain in the Venezuelan case. Per- 
sonally I am very glad we so asserted 
it, but it would be a cause,for bitter 
humiliation if, having once taken this 
position, we failed agaim to assert it 
against any other power, no matter 
what it might be, which should at- 
tempt a policy of territorial aggran- 
dizement at the exponse of any State 
in Amefica. 


Foreign Song Birds.

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TAMING WILD HORSES. 


RUNAWAYS, KICKERS AND STRIK- 
ERS MAKE THINGS LIVELY, 


Gleason, the Horse-trainer, Demon- 
strates the Simplicity and Ef- 
ficiency of His System, and Gives 
an Interesting Exhibition, 


About twelve hundred persons at- 
tended the first exhibition of horse 
training ziven by Prof. Oscar Gleason 
at Hazard’s Pavilion last night, and 
they were intensely interested and 
amused from the beginning of the per- 
formance to the close. The subjuga- 
tion of an unruly animal by a man is 
always interesting, and Gleason's sys- 
tem produces results so quickly that 
it seems almost marvelous. And yet 
his system is simplicity itself. Im edu- 


cating horses, Gleason uses “horse 
sense.”’ He never loses his temper, 
and never initlicts pain. He first 


teaches the horse that man is his mas- 
ter and can control his brute etrength 
at will. Then he convinces the horse 
that man is his friend and will not 
hurt him. The rest is simply giving 
the horse object lessons. 

The first animal handled last night 
Was a bay mare owned by C. E. Pet- 
ter. She was a runaway and a kicker, 
but an intelligent animal and not ill- 
tempered. Gieason reduced her run- 
ning to a three-legged performance and 
very quickly taught her to stop at 
command and stand quietly while loud 
noises were being made around her. 

The second pupil was a nervous horse 
that was atraid of bands and street 
noises, but otherwise gentle. After a 
few experiences, the horse permitteda 
big drum to be beaten over his head 
or anywhere around him. The two 
were then hitched to a wagon and 
driven double. Flags were tlaunted in 
their faces, tin pans banged about 
their heels, armfuls of torn newspapers 
thrown at them and firecrackers eéx- 
ploded under their feet, and they re- 
mained perfectly steady and obedient. 

The third pupil was a kicker and 
striker from the stockyards. The 
horse had been clubbed over the head 
by somebody, and objected to being 
bridied. When a hand was advanced 
toward his head, he reared and struck 
with his fore feet. With some diffi- 
culty he was harnessed to a wagon, 
and then he kicked it all over the 


place. He was a high kicker, and 
made plenty of excitement for the 
spectators. Gleason laughed at the 


antics of the horse, and the gyrations 
of the assistants, who clung to his 
head, and patiently continued the les- 
son, until the horse calmly allowed 
tin pans to dangle at his heels. The 
education of that animal was not com- 
pleted, and he will have another lesson 
tonight. 
Gleason explained his reasons for 
everything done, and kept up a run- 
ning fire of cominent and advice to 
horsemen, which added interest to the 
exhibition and value to the object les- 
sons in the efficacy of firmness, pa- 
tience and kindness in the taming of 
wild, unruly and nervous animals. 
Tonight -he will handle several new 
subjects and complete the education 
of the first class. Owners of bad 
horses are requested to bring them to 
the Pavilion, where Gleason will handle 


them without charge. 
Politics in Canada, 
[Springfield (Mass.) Republican:] 


Capt. Sinclair, the secretary of the 
Governor-General for Canada, is run- 
nig for Parliament in a by-election in 
Forfarshire.

If the 
candidate says, ‘Yes,’ he will lose the 
farmers’ vote; if he says ‘No,’ he will 
lose the ploymen’s; so he attempts to 
get around the question in this style: 

“*While I believe that a weekly half- 
holiday is @ thing to which the plow- 
men have an absolutely indefeasible 
right [cheers of the plowmen,] I do not 
wish to say that I will get for them a 
thing which I do not believe they can 
get.’”’ [General dismay doubt, and 
confusion. ]. 

This is pronounced unsatisfactory by 
both sides, and after half an hour’s 
torment the captain gives a pledge 
that ‘“‘As soon as he is convinced that 
he can forward the matter by intro- 
ducing a bill he will do so.” As a pic- 
ture of popular government in Canada 
this is quite as delicious as anything to 
be read about this side of the line.
